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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  # 

The  activities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  ver}^  thor¬ 
oughly  covered  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Manager,  which 
is  printed  on  the  following  pages,  and  we  urge  every  voter  to 
read  it  carefully. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  active  one  for  this  Board, 
and  the  Town  Manager,  but  we  feel  that  many  problems  have 
been  solved  that  have  been  confronting  the  town  for  some 
time.  The  new  fire  station,  the  new  gas  supply,  the  new  cem¬ 
ent  bridge  over  the  Nemasket  River  at  East  Main  Street,  and 
the  resurfacing  of  Plympton  Street  to  Eddyville  are  com¬ 
pleted.  The  new  High  School  is  well  under  way.  We  wanted 
to  finish  the  new  high  tension  line  in  1926,  but  this  question 
required  a  lot  of  study  and  discussion  before  deciding  the  best 
source  from  which  to  purchase.  Then  the  survey  had  to  be 
made  and  the  right  of  way  established,  all  of  which  took  co3i- 
siderable  time.  However,  we  feel  that  in  connecting  with 
the  Brockton  Edison  Light  Company,  we  have  solved  the 
light  and  power  difficulties.  The  Brockton  Edison  is  con¬ 
nected  with  several  sources  of  power.  This,  together  with 
our  present  line  as  a  standby,  we  believe  insures  the  town 
with  practically  uninterrupted  service. 

The  new  parking  place  on  the  Town  House  lot  has  met 
with  great  approval.  We  hope  to  have  the  money  to  proper¬ 
ly  surface  it  this  year. 

A  suitable  location  for  a  waiting  room  for  the  buses  has 
been  quite  a  problem  during  the  past  year.  We  feel  that  the 
old  fire  station  building  on  School  St.  will  solve  this  quest ion 
for  the  present  at  least. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  town  is  to  receive  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  ($30,000)  dollars  from  New  Bedford, 
Fall  River  and  Taunton,  in  settlement  of  all  damages  caused 
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by  the  taking  of  water  from  the  ponds,  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  400,  Acts  of  1924.  We  understand,  however,  that 
there  will  be  little  if  any  change  in  the  condition  of  the  river 
for  many  years  to  come,  on  account  of  said  taking. 

The  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  that  we  spend  an¬ 
nually  on  graveling,  doesn’t  go  far  in  improving  our  many 
miles  of  country  road.  It  just  about  keeps  them  passable, 
and  some  of  them  are  hardly  that.  It  is  the  plan  of  this 
Board,  providing  the  money  is  available,  to  do  a  certain 
amount  of  graveling  each  year;  to  do  each  street  thoroughly 
as  we  come  to  it,  taking  the  more  travelled  streets  first.  If 
the  town  would  spend  fifteen  to  twenty  thousand  dollars  a 
year  in  this  manner,  it  would  soon  have  good  outside  roads. 

We  often  are  confronted  with  problems  which  seem  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  future  advancement  of  the  town,  but  which 
require  months  and  sometimes  years  of  study.  To  assist  in 
the  working  out  of  these  problems  we  feel  that  a  planning 
board  would  be  very  advantageous  to  the  town  as  a  whole. 

This  Board  believes  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to 
improve  the  street  lighting  system.  A  town  of  this  size  cer¬ 
tainly  should  have  better  lighted  streets,  especially  in  the 
center.  We  do  not  approve  of  expending  a  great  sum  of 
money  for  this  at  this  time,  but  do  feel  that  it  could  be  greatly 
improved  for  a  reasonable  figure. 

The  Selectmen  ask  for  your  sincere  co-operation,  and 
invite  suggestions  and  criticism  with  the  assurance  that  it 
will  be  gratefully  received.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Middleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  1926  was  one  of  unusual  activities.  The  new 
High  School  has  been  started,  a  new  Fire  Station  completed, 
a  new  concrete  bridge  built  over  the  Nemasket  River  on  East 
Main  St.,  a  High  Pressure  Gas  Main  laid  to  connect  with  the 
Taunton  Gas  Light  Company’s  main  at  the  Lakeville  line,  a 
new  High  Tension  Electric  Line  started  to  connect  with  Edi¬ 
son  Electric  Light  Company  of  Brockton,  and  the  re-surfac¬ 
ing  of  Plympton  St.  completed  to  Eddyville.  Thus  nearly 
all  of  the  major  problems  which  have  been  confronting  the 
town  have  been  solved. 

The  one  big  problem  now  confronting  the  town,  other 
than  the  road  problem  which  is  always  with  us,  is  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  Sewerage  System.  This  is  one  of  the  questions 
which  might  be  well  studied  by  a  Planning  Board,  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  which  I  hope  the  town  will  authorize  at  the 
coming  annual  Town  Meeting. 

NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  town  this  year  appropriated  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars  to  construct  and  furnish  a 
new  High  School  building,  in  accordance  with  plans  made 
by  W.  H.  McLean,  for  a  Special  Committee  appointed  for 
this  purpose.  This  building  is  of  brick,  of  second  class  con¬ 
struction,  slate  roof,  and  contains  twenty-two  (22)  rooms, 
other  than  a  gymnasium,  auditorium  and  principal’s  office. 

The  general  contract  was  let  to  T.  F.  Crowell  &  Son  of 
Brockton,  April  13,  1926 ;  the  heating  contract  to  H.  E.  Ben- 
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nett  &  Co.  of  Boston,  May  1,  1926 ;  the  plumbing  to  Chisholm 
&  Co.  of  Lowell,  April  16,  1926,  and  the  electric  contract  to 
Tremaine  Electric  Co.  of  Brockton,  April  16,  1926. 

Work  was  started  immediately  and  has  been  continued 
in  rather  a  slow  but  not  altogether  unsatisfactory  manner. 

The  town  is  going  to  receive  an  exceptionally  good  build¬ 
ing,  considering  the  amount  of  money  it  has  put  into  it,  and 
from  present  indications  the  Committee  is  going  to  be  able 
to  complete  the  building  and  furnish  it  within  the  appropria¬ 
tion,  with  the  exception  of  the  grading  which  was  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  appropriation.  Some  grading  will  be  done, 
however,  but  an  additional  appropriation  will  be  necessary 
to  complete  it. 


NEW  FIRE  STATION 

The  new  Fire  Station  begun  in  the  late  fall  of  1925  has 
been  completed  and  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  exercises 
Dec.  30,  1926,  and  the  department  moved  into  its  new  quar¬ 
ters  on  that  day. 

The  building  is  complete  in  every  detail,  built  of  brick, 
and  although  of  second  class  construction,  is  practically  fire 
proof.  The  main  building  is  50  ft.  wide  by  70  ft.  deep,  and 
two  stories  in  height.  In  the  main  apparatus  room  there  is 
ample  space  for  five  pieces  of  apparatus,  and  on  the  second 
floor  there  is  a  large  assembly  room,  Chief ’s' office  and  room, 
reading  room,  board  room,  eight  sleeping  rooms,  game  room, 
kitchen,  large  bath  room  and  a  dry  room  adjacent  to  the  bath 
room  for  the  men  to  hang  their  wet  clothes  when  returning 
from  fires.  On  the  south  side  is  a  one-story  wing  61  ft.  7 
inches  by  15  ft.,  containing  the  watch  room,  signal  and  bat¬ 
tery  rooms,  and  on  the  north  side  another  one-story  wing 
with  floor  space  for  another  piece  of  apparatus  and  the  chem¬ 
ical  room.  There  is  a  basement  under  the  whole  of  the  main 
building  in  which  is  located  the  boiler  room,  hose  drying  racks 
and  wash  stand,  with  ample  space  left  for  making  repairs  to 
the  apparatus.  The  building  was  built  by  day  labor,  only

the  heating,  plumbing,  electrical  wiring  and  roofing  being 
let  to  contract. 

We  have  what  is  said  to  be  the  finest  fire  station  in  the 

i 

State,  and  at  a  cost  considerably  less  than  could  have  been 
built  by  contract.  This  result  would  be  next  to  impossible  to 
obtain  under  the  old  form  of  town  government  whereas  under 
the  Town  Manager  form  of  government,  with  all  departments 
working  under  the  direction  of  one  man,  a  large  saving  was 
made  by  utilizing  the  man  power  in  the  electric,  gas,  water, 
highway  and  sewer  departments;  thus  getting  a  large  amount 
of  work  done  at  actual  cost. 

The  brick  and  carpenter  work  was  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Harry  Howard  of  George  Howard  &  Sons,  who  was  paid 
a  lump  sum  for  furnishing  the  men  and  supervising  the  work, 
the  payroll  being  taken  care  of  by  the  town.  All  material 
was  purchased  by  contract  and  paid  for  by  the  town. 

The  town  appropriated  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000)  dol¬ 
lars,  the  remaining  expenses  being  borne  by  the  Peirce  Trus¬ 
tees. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
were  the  Building  Committee. 

NEMASKET  RIVER  BRIDGE— EAST  MAIN  STREET 

On  June  10,  1926,  a  contract  was  made  with  Millike n 
&  Armstrong  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  for  the  building  of  a  re¬ 
inforced  concrete  beam  bridge  over  the  Nemasket  River  on 
East  Main  St.  This  bridge  has  a  clear  span  of  thirty-two 
feet  and  extreme  width  of  fifty  feet,  and  cost  nineteen  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  sixty-six  ($19,866.45)  dollars  and  forty- 
five  cents.  The  funds  for  building  this  bridge  were  provided 
by  the  Peirce  Trustees. 

HIGH  PRESSURE  GAS  MAIN 

In  1925  the  condition  of  the  Gas  Plant  and  the  amount 
of  business  being  done  showed  conclusively  that  something 
must  be  done  to  protect  the  gas  supply. 
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Following  the  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
town  authorized  a  loan  of  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars 
to  make  improvements.  A  careful  study  of  three  proposi¬ 
tions;  the  enlarging*  of  the  present  plant,  purchasing  high 
pressure  gas  from  Brockton  Gas  Light  Company,  and  pur¬ 
chasing*  high  pressure  gas  from  Taunton  Gas  Light  Company 
showed  that  gas  could  be  purchased  from  the  Taunton  Gas 
Light  Company  as  cheaply  as  it  could  be  manufactured  for 
domestic  use,  and  ten  cents  less  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for 
house  heating,  and  this  initial  expense  was  very  much  less. 
The  cost  of  this  installation  was  fifteen  thousand  seven  hun¬ 
dred  seventy-four  ($15,774.40)  dollars  and  forty  cents,  where¬ 
as  the  estimated  cost  of  enlarging  the  plant  was  forty  thou¬ 
sand  ($40,000)  dollars. 

April  29,  1926,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  the 

Taunton  Gas  Light  Company  to  furnish  the  Gas  Department 

/ 

with  gas  through  a  high  pressure  main.  Work  was  begun 
on  the  Taunton  end  immediately,  and  the  line  was  completed 
and  gas  turned  into  the  holder  Sept.  21st.  Since  that  time 
we  have  been  using  Taunton  gas. 

Our  Gas  Plant  has  been  put  into  good  condition  so  as 
to  render  breakdown  service  should  occasion  require. 

NEW  HIGH  TENSION  LINE 

On  November  23rd,  1926,  a  contract  was  entered  into 
with  the  Plymouth  Electric  Light  Company  to  purchase 
electricity  from  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  of  Brock¬ 
ton,  through  the  Plymouth  Company.  By  contracting  with 
the  Plymouth  Company  we  are  enabled  to  save  one  thousand 
($1,000)  per  year  in  addition  to  getting  better  service  in  case 
of  break-downs,  as  the  switch  is  at  the  Central  Station  where 
there  is  twenty-four-hour  service,  whereas  if  electricity  was 
purchased  direct  from  the  Brockton  Company  we  would  have 
to  take  this  service  at  Prattown,  which  is  some  two  miles  from 
the  Central  Station ;  the  carrying  charge  on  line  construc¬ 
tion  being  the  same  in  either  case. 
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PLYMPTON  STREET 

On  June  15,  1926,  a  contract  was  entered  into  with 
Powers  Brothers  of  Brockton  for  the  completion  of  Plympton 
St.,  from  the  end  of  the  1924  construction,  to  Eddyville. 
This  road  was  completed  in  September,  at  a  cost  of  twenty- 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  ninety-two  ($27,892.42)  dol¬ 
lars  and  forty-two  cents.  Of  this  item  the  County  paid  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars,  the  remainder  being  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  State  and  Town. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  little  new  in  the  Water  Department  this  year. 
No  extensions  have  been  made  and  but  few  new  services  laid. 
The  work  in  the  department  has  been  almost  wholly  devoted 
to  improving  its  condition. 

A  large  number  of  the  old  services,  some  of  them  among 
the  first  to  be  installed,  have  been  relaid.  New  measurements 
have  been  taken  to  all  the  curb  boxes,  and  those  buried  have 
been  brought  to  the  surface. 

Inspection  of  No.  2  boiler  at  the  Pumping  Station  showed 
that  there  were  some  leaky  tubes,  and  others  so  badly  pitted 
that  it  was  decided  to  re-tube  the  boiler.  This  work  is  now 
being  done. 


HIGHWAYS 

The  policy  inaugurated  several  years  ago  of  graveling 
as  many  of  the  outside  roads  each  year  as  there  is  money 
available,  has  been  continued  this  year.  With  the  exception 
of  work  done  on  North  St.  and  Plymouth  St.,  Warrentown, 
all  the  money  available  for  graveling  has  been  put  on  six¬ 
teen  outside  roads. 

Of  the  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars  made  available 
by  the  Town,  County  and  State,  for  the  improvement  of 
Marion  Road,  Perry  and  Miller  streets,  but  little  has  been

spent  owing  to  difficulties  encountered  in  making  changes  in 
the  location  of  the  street  lines  of  these  streets,  in  order  to 
take  out  the  bad  curves.  These  difficulties  have  now  been 
overcome  and  we  are  in  a  position  to  start  work  early  in 
the  spring. 

February  produced  the  worst  snow  condition  that  has 
occurred  in  this  section  for  many  years.  The  first  storm  start¬ 
ed  Feb.  3rd  at  3  A.  M.,  and  continued  until  Feb.  4th  at  10 
P.  M.,  with  a  total  fall  of  13  inches,  and  was  accompanied 
by  a  very  high  wind  with  the  thermometer  at  22  degrees  abo  v7e 
zero,  thus  causing  many  large  and  deep  drifts.  Before  this 
could  be  cleaned  up  another  storm  occurred  on  Feb.  9th  with 
a  fall  of  6  inches,  with  no  place  for  the  road  plows  to  put  it 
so  that  it  was  quite  some  time  before  travel  could  be  made 
safe.  Unusual  conditions  also  occurred  in  December  when 
we  had  9*4  inches  on  Dec.  6th,  and  6  inches  on  Dec.  25th  and 
26th.  The  total  cost  of  removing  the  snow  for  the  vear  was 
eleven  thousand  eighty-three  ($11,083.32)  dollars  and  thirty- 
two  cents. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

The  present  street  lighting  system  is  very  poor,  in  fact,  is 
the  poorest  of  any  town  of  this  size  I  have  ever  seen.  Center 
Street,  our  main  business  street,  is  a  disgrace,  and  something 
should  surely  be  done  this  year  to  improve  it.  Then,  too, 
our  side  streets  are  not  as  well  lighted  as  they  should  be.  If 
fifty  60-watt  lamps  could  be  distributed  in  the  center  of  the 
town,  it  would  improve  conditions  greatly. 

The  highway  lighting  system  should  be  extended  on 
Wareham  St.  to  Tispaquin  St.,  and  on  Everett  St.  to  the 
Purchade  School.  Smith  St.  at  the  Rock  is  deserving  of 
much  better  lighting. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  greatest  need  of  this  department  has  been  fulfilled. 
They  are  now  occupying  their  new  quarters  on  North  Mam 
St.,  and  are  as  well  situated  as  any  department  in  the  State. 
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We  have  always  been  proud  of  the  efficiency  of  this  de¬ 
partment,  and  may  we  not  expect  more  efficiency  now  that 
they  have  left  the  old  depressing  ramshackle  headquarters 
which  they  have  been  occupying  for  so  many  years. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  has  performed  its  duties  the  past  year 
in  its  usual  courteous  and  efficient  manner.  The  addition  of  a 
motorcycle  patrol  during  the  summer  helped  greatly  in  mov¬ 
ing  the  traffic  through  the  town,  and  but  few  accidents  oc¬ 
curred. 

Middleboro  can  justly  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  no  fatal 
accidents  to  pedestrians  or  occupants  of  an  automobile  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  town  during  the  past  year. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  combining  of  the  duties  of  the  Health  Officer  and 
School  Attendance  Officer  under  one  person,  and  employing 
the  same  nurse  for  the  schools  and  public  health  work  is  still 
showing  very  good  results.  By  this  means  the  health  depart¬ 
ment  is  apprised  immediately  of  the  absence  of  children  from 
school  and  the  reason  for  such  is  immediately  ascertained.  In 
many  cases  it  is  for  a  mild  case  of  scarlet  fever,  mumps, 
measles,  and  other  children’s  diseases  which  would  not  have 
the  attention  of  a  physician,  but  are  discovered  by  the  Health 
Officer  and  a  quarantine  put  into  effect,  thus  confining  the 
disease  to  the  immediate  family,  when  otherwise  it  might 
spread  through  the  neighborhood. 

MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

A  careful  survey  of  the  town  shows  that  in  some  sections 
there  are  bad  infestations  and  there  is  likely  to  be  serious 
stripping.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  a  larger  appropriation 
for  the  suppression  of  this  pest  be  made  this  year  than  last. 
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Each  year  brings  added  requests  to  this  department  to 
do  private  spraying  of  cranberry  bogs,  orchards,  private  trees, 
potatoes,  etc.,  as  this  work  can  be,  and  is  done  much  cheaper 
than  a  private  individual  could  do  it.  They  are  also  called 
upon  to  do  pruning  and  to  remove  private  trees.  They  are 
also  the  flying  squad  in  the  Forest  Fire  Department,  respond¬ 
ing  to  all  alarms  and  usually  arriving  there  before  the  Fire 
Department. 

This  department  also  takes  care  of  the  outside  schools, 
cleaning  them  and  making  minor  repairs,  in  fact,  they  take 
care  of  many  small  jobs  that  come  up  which  belong  to  no 
particular  department. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

With  the  completion  of  the  laying  of  the  high  pressure 

gas  main  to  connect  with  the  Taunton  Gas  mains,  and  the 

starting  of  the  High  Tension  electric  line  to  connect  with  the 

Edison  Electric  Light  Co.  of  Brockton,  the  two  big  problems 

in  this  department  are  in  a  fair  way  of  being  solved. 

« 

There  has  been  only  one  electric  extension  built  this  year, 
which  was  on  Cedar  St.  The  remainder  of  the  year’s  work 
has  been  revamping,  repairing  and  strengthening  the  present 
system. 

About  one  mile  of  6-inch  steel  gas  main  has  been  laid 
on  Oak  St.,  Courtland  and  So.  Main  Streets,  thus  increasing 
the  pressure  and  serving  new  customers  in  this  section. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
courteous  treatment,  help  and  advice  which  you  have  given 
me,  and  to  those  associated  with  me  who  have  one  and  all 
worked  so  harmoniously  together  to  carry  out  our  policies 
I  wish  also  to  express  my  deep  appreciation.

DEPORT  OF  SECRETARY  FOR  1926 

The  following  extracts  from  the  records  of  the  School 
Board  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926,  are  made  a 
part  of  this  year’s  School  Report: 

Voted  to  send  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Conference  of  School  Superintendents  at  Washington. 

Voted  to  continue  the  policy  of  not  using  the  no  school 
signals  for  closing  the  Schools  in  stormy  weather. 

Voted  to  suspend  temporarily  the  regulation  relative  to 
the  taking  of  contributions  in  the  schools  and  to  allow  the 
local  order  of  Elks  to  carry  on  a  campaign  for  receiving  con¬ 
tributions  from  the  pupils  for  the  fund  for  the  restoration  of 
“Old  Ironsides.” 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  to  make  the  nec¬ 
essary  arrangements  for  ascertaining  the  number  of  pupils 
three  years  mentally  retarded. 

Voted  to  award  diplomas  to  the  50  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  of  the  High  School  and  certificates  of  graduation  to 
138  members  of  the  Elementary  Schools. 

Voted  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  State  Inspector 
that  fire  escapes  be  placed  on  the  High  School  building  and 
that  Manager  Goodale  be  asked  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Voted  to  change  the  regulation  relative  to  the  election 
of  supervisors,  teachers,  attendance  officer,  school  physician, 
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school  nurse,  census  enumerator,  and  janitors  of  the  Central 
School  buildings  so  that  such  elections  shall  take  place  at  the 
May  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Voted  that  the  town  of  Middleboro  annually  in  January 
reimburse  those  owners  of  motor  busses  which  are  used  to 
transport  school  children  of  the  town  and  who  come  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Compulsory  Automobile  Insurance  Act 
to  the  extent  of  the  premium  paid  by  said  owners  for  such 
compulsory  liability  insurance. 

Voted  that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  the  Board  that  the  new 
High  School  Building  be  called  “The  Middleborough  Mem¬ 
orial  High  School  Building.’ ’ 

Voted  that  the  rooms  of  the  Science  Department  in  the 
new  High  School  Building  be  called  “The  Leonard  0.  Till- 
son  Science  Department.” 

Voted  that  the  annual  school  report  for  the  year  192G 
include  photographs  of  Hon.  George  W.  Stetson,  Charles  H. 
Bates,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  old  and  new  High 
School  Buildings  together  with  brief  sketches  of  the  life  and 
services  of  Messrs.  Stetson  and  Bates. 

Voted  that  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Board,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 
be  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  dedication  exercises  of  the 
new  High  School  building  and  that  $100  be  asked  for  in  the 
annual  budget  for  meeting  the  expense  of  the  same. 

The  following  resolutions  on  the  death  of  George  W. 
Stetson,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  were  adopted :

GEORGE  WARD  STETSON

fitness  for  such  duties,  his  faithful  services,  his  wise  counsel, 
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his  genial  nature  that  made  the  association  with  him  a  mem¬ 
ory  long  to  be  cherished,  would  in  some  permanent  form  re¬ 
cord  their  great  appreciation  of  his  sterling  character,  his 
faithful  attention  to  duty,  his  fairmindedness,  his  large  heart¬ 
edness,  and  his  upright  Christian  character,  exemplified  in 
a  life  of  good  deeds; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED :  That  in  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  George  Ward  Stetson,  this  town  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
worthy  citizens,  the  School  Board  one  of  its  most  valuable 
members,  and  the  teachers  and  the  schools  a  loyal  friend  and 
staunch  supporter.  Not  often  does  it  happen  that  a  life  so 
well  spent  begins  and  ends  in  the  same  locality. 

Throughout  that  life  the  same  democratic  spirit,  the 
same  courtesy  to  everyone,  the  same  thoughtfulness  for  others, 
the  same  helpful  interest  in  everything  for  the  good  of  his 
fellowmen,  have  always  marked  his  earthly  career.

THE  OLD  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

The  present  High  School  building  was  erected  in  1886- 
87  and  dedicated  September  2,  1887.  The  School  Committee's 
report  of  that  year  says,  “The  High  School  building  which 
in  its  appointments  and  its  adaptation  to  school  work  is  an 
honor  to  the  intelligence  and  spirit  of  the  town  was  dedicated 
with  appropriate  and  interesting  ceremonies  September  2. 
1887.” 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  that  year 
says,  “We  have  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  come 
to  the  time  when  Middleborough  can  point  to  her  school 
accommodations  with  some  degree  of  pride.  It  is  with  pleas¬ 
ure  that  we  record  that  this  year  has  seen  the  completion 
of  a  new  High  School  building  situated  upon  one  of  the  finest 
lots  in  town,  with  grounds  which  must  commend  themselves 
to  the  taste  of  all  who  delight  in  the  beautiful.” 

The  cost  of  this  building  was  $32,218.45,  divided  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  Construction,  grading,  and  sewer,  $30,610.30 ;  and 
furnishings,  $1,608.15. 

It  was  used  for  many  years  as  a  high  and  grammar  school 
building,  the  grammar  school  occupying  the  four  rooms  on 
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the  lower  level  and  the  High  School  the  Assembly  Hall  and 
two  recitation  rooms  on  the  second  floor.  Later  two  labora¬ 
tories,  a  physical  and  a  chemical,  and  an  additional  recita¬ 
tion  room  were  finished  in  the  attic.  In  1907  the  gram¬ 
mar  schools  were  moved  to  the  new  School  Street  building 
and  the  building  used  exclusively  for  High  School  purposes 
since  then.  There  were  three  teachers  in  September  1887, 
and  an  enrollment  of  104,  the  largest  enrollment  up  to  that 
time  in  the  history  of  the  school.  There  were  three  courses 
of  study  introduced  that  year  comprising  English,  Classical 
and  College  courses.  The  teachers  were  Mr.  A.  K.  Potter, 
Jr.,  principal,  and  Miss  Zilpha  Chase  and  Miss  Mary  Chase, 
assistants.  The  graduating  class  of  that  year  numbered 
four.  The  cost  of  teaching,  fuel  and  care  that  year  was 
$2,346.54 ;  of  transportation  of  33  pupils,  $381.97 ;  and  the 
amount  received  from  tuition  of  out  of  town  pupils,  $188.20. 
In  comparison  with  today  there  are  now  14  teachers,  with 
two  more  next  year,  386  pupils  with  an  estimated  enrollment 
next  year  of  425,  and  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year 
ending  June  23,  1926,  were  $29,297.32. 

With  the  occupancy  of  the  new  building  by  the  High 
School  an  opportunity  will  be  given  for  the  introduction  of 
more  practical  subjects  in  the  school  courses  of  study  so  that 
a  modified  form  of  Junior  High  School  can  be  made  a  part 
of  the  school  system  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  be 
given  these  courses  in  this  building  which  can  still  be  appro¬ 
priately  called  “High  School.”

The  quotation  from  the  School  report  of  1887  referring 
to  the  old  High  School  building— “We  have  to  congratulate 
ourselves  that  we  have  come  to  the  time  when  Middleborough 
can  point  to  her  school  accommodations  with  some  degree  of 
pride,”  is  certainly  applicable  in  referring  to  that  handsome 
and  commodious  edifice  which  is  now  in  process  of  construc¬ 
tion  on  North  Main  Street, 
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After  years  of  endeavor  and  of  disappointments  in  try¬ 
ing  to  secure  the  necessary  appropriation  for  a  school  build¬ 
ing  adequate  for  the  growing  needs  of  the  school  it  has  come 
to  pass  that  the  long  felt  need  is  at  last  to  be  filled. 

With  its  occupancy  will  come  the  opportunity  for  a 
complete  readjustment  of  the  school  system  and  the  handi¬ 
capping  of  pupils  by  half-time  and  double  shifts  arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  the  opportunity  for 
better  and  wider  courses  of  study,  with  smaller  schools  and 
classes,  and  more  time  for  individual  instruction  will  result 
in  giving  better  schools  and  better  fitted  pupils. 

Few  people  fully  realize  the  changes  to  be  brought  about 
and  the  educational  opportunities  that  will  be  made  possible 
as  the  result  of  this  new  building. 

The  School  Board  has  voted  to  name  this  building  “The 
Middleborough  Memorial  High  School”  in  honor  of  those 
who  were  a  part  of  that  grand  army  in  the  World  War,  who 
were  residents  of  this  town.  As  many  of  them  were  educated 
in  our  schools  and  some  of  them  were  graduates  of  this  school 
it  seems  a  very  fitting  and  appropriate  recognition  of  their 
heroic  services  and  sacrifices.  The  Board  has  also  voted  to 
have  the  auditorium  named  “The  Walter  Sampson  Audi¬ 
torium”  in  honor  of  Walter  Sampson  who  for  nearly  thirtv- 
three  years  was  the  efficient  principal  of  the  school,  and  who 
brought  the  standard  of  the  school  for  worthwhile  results 
to  a  high  state  of  excellency.  It  seems  fitting  that  this  school, 
of  which  he  is  a  graduate,  and  whose  reputation  for  thorough¬ 
ness  and  well  prepared  scholarship  gained  it  a  rank  as  one 
of  the  leading  secondary  schools  of  the  State,  should  thus 
hold  his  name  in  memory.  Another  honor  richly  deserved 
has  also  been  given  by  the  School  Board  in  voting  to  call  the 
Science  department  “The  Leonard  0.  Tillson  Science  Depart¬ 
ment.”  Mr.  Tillson  is  now  on  his  twenty-eighth  year  of 
service  in  this  school,  of  which  he,  too,  is  a  graduate  and  has 
given  to  his  work  as  a  science  teacher  efficient  and  conscien¬ 
tious  efforts.  *

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A  description  of  the  building  prepared  by  the  architect, 
William  H.  McLean: 

MIDDLEBOROUGH  MEMORIAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  new  High  School  Building  is  of  the  Colonial  style 
of  architecture,  which  is  so  fitting  to  the  Towns  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  and  especially  those  in  this  section  of  Massachusetts. 
The  exterior  is  of  high-grade  red  water-struck  brick ;  the  roof 
is  of  slate,  and  with  the  exterior  cornice  and  other  trimmings 
finished  in  white  paint,  makes  a  most  pleasant  and  harmo¬ 
nious  color  scheme  for  the  building. 

The  building  is  of  second  class  construction  with  fire¬ 
proof  steel  and  concrete  stairs  and  stair  vestibule  walls  of 
brick  throughout.  The  foundations  of  the  building  are  of 
concrete.  The  exterior  walls  are  of  heavy  Terra  Cotta  tile  8 
inches  thick  with  4  inches  of  water-struck  brick  on  the  out¬ 
side,  the  hollow  tile  insulating  the  building  against  heat  and 
cold  and  is  fire-proof.  The  first  floor  of  the  building  and 
roof  over  the  auditorium  are  of  slow-burning  mill  construc¬ 
tion.  All  interior  wood  partitions  throughout  and  ceilings 
are  plastered  with  hard  plaster  on  wire  lath.  The  black¬ 
boards  are  of  natural  slate.  Floors  throughout  the  building 
are  of  the  best  clear  maple.  The  finish  throughout  the  build¬ 
ing  is  North  Carolina  Pine,  and  around  all  the  doors  and 
window  openings  is  finished  with  metal  corner  beads  and  is 
known  as  the  hospital  type.  In  angles  of  all  walls  and  floors, 
the  base  is  finished  with  a  sanitary  cove. 

On  the  first  floor  level  of  the  building  at  the  front  is  the 
main  entrance,  through  which  one  enters  the  lobby,  from 
which  access  may  be  had  to  the  gym  gallery  and  corridors 
on  this  floor,  or  to  the  stairway  to  the  auditorium  on  the  sec¬ 
ond  floor.  Opening  from  the  lobby  is  the  administration  suite 
with  a  public  waiting  room  and  a  private  office  for  the  Prin¬ 
cipal. 

The  pupils’  entrances  are  located  on  the  sides  and  rear 
of  the  building  and  give  access  to  the  fireproof  stair  halls 
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connecting  all  floors  and  to  the  corridors  from  which  open 
the  various  classrooms,  gymnasium,  and  the  auditorium.  On 
the  first  floor,  besides  the  rooms  already  spoken  of,  there  are 
five  classrooms  and  two  recitation  rooms,  and  a  suite  of  three 
large  rooms  given  over  to  the  commercial  department.  En¬ 
trances  to  the  gymnasium  and  the  gallery  on  three  sides  of 
the  gymnasium  are  also  from  this  floor.  There  are  also  toilet 
rooms  and  store  rooms  on  this  level. 

Each  classroom  and  other  rooms  that  contain  home  seats 
for  pupils  is  equipped  with  a  wardrobe  for  the  pupils’  hats 
and  coats,  and  this  wardrobe  is  fitted  with  sliding  doors  and 
is  heated  and  ventilated,  insuring  warm,  dry  clothing  in 
stormy  weather. 

On  the  second  floor  there  are  six  class  rooms,  a  recita¬ 
tion  room,  a  fine  library,  chemistry  laboratory,  physics  lab¬ 
oratory,  and  a  laboratory  lecture  room ;  Auditorium  seats 
approximately  550,  380  on  the  floor  and  170  in  the  balcony. 
The  stage  is  ample  size  for  school  dramatics  and  community 
activities.  Toilet  rooms  for  boys  and  girls,  and  an  emergency 
room  which  will  be  used  also  by  the  school  doctor,  nurse  and 
dentist,  are  located  on  this  floor.  The  laboratory  layout  is 
especially  well  adapted  to  its  use,  each  laboratory  having  its 
own  preparation  and  stock  room  and  dark  room,  the  lecture 
room  being  placed  between  the  laboratories  and  accessable 
to  both  and  from  the  corridor.  The  lecture  room  floor  is 
stepped  up  for  seats  so  each  pupil  has  an  unobstructed  view 
of  the  demonstration  desk.  Rest  rooms  for  both  men  and 
women  teachers  are  provided  with  adjacent  toilets. 

On  the  third  floor  are  three  classrooms,  storage  rooms 
and  entrance  to  the  balcony  of  the  auditorium.  The  balcony 
can  also  be  entered  by  open  stairway  from  rear  of  auditorium 
floor. 

All  the  classrooms  and  recitation  rooms  are  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  standard  as  approved  by  the  National  Board 
of  Education,  seating  35  or  40  pupils  each,  according  to  size. 

In  the  rear  basement  are  the  gymnasium,  the  locker, 
shower,  and  toilet  rooms  for  both  boys  and  girls,  a  room  for 
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the  gymnasium  instructor,  an  unfinished  room  to  be  later 
used  for  a  shop,  and  the  boiler  room  and  fuel  storage  space. 
There  are  four  exits  from  the  basement  corridors  and  an  ad¬ 
ditional  exit  from  the  girls’  and  boys’  locker  room,  so  that 
access  may  be  had  to  these  locker  rooms,  showers  and  the 
toilet  rooms  without  having  to  open  up  the  whole  school  build¬ 
ing,  making  these  accommodations  accessable  in  connection 
with  an  outdoor  playground  during  the  periods  when  school 
is  not  in  session.  The  gymnasium  may  also  be  used  during 
the  evening  or  vacation  periods  ivithout  having  to  open  up 
the  whole  building. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts,  January  6,  1927. 
To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1926,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

As  I  completed  last  November  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
service  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Middle¬ 
boro  I  have  briefly  reviewed  in  this  report  the  more  impor¬ 
tant  changes  in  my  administration  during  the  time. 

A  comparison  of  enrollment  of  pupils  and  number  of 
teachers  of  the  year  1901  with  that  of  1926  will  be  of  interesr. 

In  1901  there  were  1277  enrolled,  last  year  1866,  a  gain 
of  589. 

In  1901  there  were  133  pupils  in  the  High  School :  1144 
in  the  Elementary  schools.  Last  year  there  were  340  in  the 
High  School,  a  gain  of  207,  and  1526  in  the  Elementary 
Schools,  a  gain  of  382.  There  were  four  teachers  in  the  High 
School,  32  in  the  Elementary  and  one  supervisor  in  1901, 
while  in  1926  there  were  14  in  the  High  School,  37  in  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  Schools  and  three  supervisors.  The  cost  of  all  schools 
in  1907  was  $26,112.00,  while  the  appropriation  last  year  was 
$114,425.75. 
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Some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  m37  term  of  service 
may  be  briefly  summarized : 

In  the  High  School  the  courses  of  study  have  been  revised 
from  time  to  time,  new  courses  added,  up-to-date  text  books 
and  equipment  supplied  and  the  general  character  of  the 
work  adjusted  to  meet  the  requirements  for  admission  to 
higher  institutions  of  learning  and  the  needs  of  the  time. 
During  this  time  the  school  has  always  been  rated  in  class 
“A”  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  its  gradu¬ 
ates  who  had  attained  the  required  percent  have  been  admit¬ 
ted  to  colleges  and  normal  schools  on  the  certificate  of  the 
principal.  The  increasing  enrollment  and  new  studies  have 
called  for  more  teachers  from  time  to  time  so  that  from  four 
teachers  in  1901,  there  will  be  next  September,  16.  From  an 
enrollment  of  133  in  1901,  the  membership  next  September 
will  probably  be  425. 

A  Commercial  course  starting  with  one  teacher  and  hav¬ 
ing  now  three  teachers  has  been  for  several  years  a  success¬ 
ful  feature  of  the  school  work  and  has  enrolled  a  large  per- 
entage  of  the  pupils.  A  new  laboratory  and  an  additional  re¬ 
citation  room  have  been  finished  in  the  attic  of  the  building 
and  the  two  laboratories  are  now  combined  and  the  former 
chemical  laboratory  is  now  used  for  a  typewriting  depart¬ 
ment.  Drawing  has  been  made  an  active  part  of  the  school 
work  under  the  charge  of  a  trained  supervisor. 

The  musical  activities  have  been  carried  on  with  marked 
success,  and  the  vocal  and  instrumental  work  is  favorably 
demonstrated  in  the  two  public  concerts  given  each  year. 
The  school  has  excellent  glee  clubs,  a  fine  orchestra,  and  the 
latest  addition  is  a  boys’  band.  The  establishment  of  two 
scholarships,  the  Anne  White  Washburn  and  the  Cabot  Club 
scholarships,  has  given  opportunity  for  aiding  those  grad¬ 
uates  of  the  school  desirous  of  entering  higher  institutions  of 
learning. 

The  school  for  years  has  been  rated  as  one  of  the  best 
secondary  schools  in  the  state. 

The  occupancy  of  the  new  building  will  make  possible 
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many  new  lines  of  work  and  lead  more  pupils  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  these  wider  opportunities.  I  regard  as  a  pleasing  cul¬ 
mination  of  my  services  the  realization  of  having  a  new  High 
School  building  after  so  many  years  of  ceaseless  labor.  Ideal¬ 
ly  located  with  the  future  prospects  for  physical  and  intellec¬ 
tual  development  so  promising  it  is  destined  I  believe  to  be 
an  institution  of  which  the  town  will  well  be  proud.  May  it 
prove  a  blessing  to  the  present  and  succeeding  generations! 

In  the  Elementary  Schools  many  changes  have  taken 
place  but  only  a  few  can  be  referred  to  because  of  lack  of 
space  in  this  report. 

The  age  of  admission  to  the  first  grade  has  been  raised 
approximately  to  five  years  and  eight  months  which  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  more  advanced  course  for  that  grade  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  doing  better  work  by  reason  of  having  older  chil¬ 
dren. 

The  number  of  grades  has  been  reduced  from  nine  ro 
eight,  so  that  a  12-grade  system  is  now  in  vogue,  8  years  in 
the  elementary  schools  and  4  in  the  High  School. 

Supervisors  in  drawing  and  penmanship,  in  addition  to 
that  in  music,  added  during  my  first  year  of  service,  are  now 
in  charge  of  those  subjects. 

The  Palmer  system  of  writing  has  been  introduced  an  l 
is  under  the  direction  of  a  trained  Supervisor. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  several  times  revised  and 
more  modern  methods  adopted. 

The  Aldine  system  of  reading  has  been  introduced, 
new  text-books  adopted,  and  much  supplementary  reading 
has  enriched  the  reading  program. 

The  policy  of  having  several  of  the  Central  Schools  in 
charge  of  two  teachers,  a  principal  and  an  assistant,  has  been 
discontinued  and  now  each  teacher  has  her  own  room  and 
pupils,  a  very  desirable  change  with  less  burden  on  the  teach¬ 
er,  and  better  opportunity  for  progress  of  the  pupils. 

The  raising  of  the  standard  of  work  in  the  Suburban 
Schools  has  been  a  marked  feature  of  my  administration. 
Formerly  every  school,  excepting  the  two  at  North  Middle- 
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boro  where  the  upper  grades  attend  the  Pratt  Free  School, 
had  nine  grades.  Now  only  4  of  these  schools  have  all  the 
grades  and  the  other  8  have  from  2  to  5  grades,  giving  more 
time  for  the  recitations  and  more  opportunity  for  individual 
instruction.  The  upper  grades  attend  the  Central  Schools 
in  graded  rooms  where  they  can  better  receive  the  training 
to  lit  them  for  the  High  School. 

The  teachers  in  these  schools  are  now  experienced  in  their 
work  and  receive  a  compensation  equal  to  that  received  by 
teachers  in  the  Central  Schools. 

Formerly  a  Training  Class  was  conducted  under  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Superintendent  in  which  graduates  of  the  High 
School  took  a  year’s  course  in  instruction  and  observation 
work  in  the  central  grades  and  were  assigned  after  their  train¬ 
ing  to  vacancies,  if  any,  in  the  Suburban  Schools,  generally 
caused  by  those  former  graduates  of  the  Training  Class  who 
had  been  successful  in  such  positions  being  transferred  to 
the  Central  Schools.  These  positions  paid  the  teachers  $7.00 
a  week  and  were  regarded  as  a  sort  of  training  school.  Now 
all  is  changed  and  there  is  a  more  permanent  teaching  force 
in  these  schools.  In  fact  several  have  taught  in  these  schools 
for  several  years. 

It  is  apparent  that  under  the  present  conditions  the 
standard  has  been  greatly  improved. 

The  three  supervisors  visit  all  these  schools  for  personal 
instruction  and  inspection  and  the  pupils  there  are  receiving 
the  same  benefits  in  these  lines  as  those  at  the  center. 

Several  years  ago  an  appropriation  was  made  for  a 
school  physician,  and  later  for  a  school  nurse.  The  health 
work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  school  physician.  Frequent 
examinations  of  pupils  are  made.  Follow-up  work  at  the 
homes  of  pupils  is  a  feature  of  the  work.  Much  attention  is 
being  given  to  the  nutrition  problem.  The  weighing  of  chil¬ 
dren  at  stated  times,  the  annual  examinations  for  defects  of 
sight  and  hearing,  tonsile  and  adenoids,  the  furnishing  of 
milk  for  under-weight  pupils,  these  things  are  building  up 
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the  health  of  the  children  in  our  schools  and  is  one  of  the 
praiseworthy  activities  of  modern  education. 

The  salaries  of  the  teachers,  both  in  the  High  and  Ele¬ 
mentary  Schools,  have  been  several  times  revised  so  that  the 
wage  now  received  is  more  nearly  that  paid  in  towns  the  size 
of  Middleboro,  although  still  below  the  maximum  salary  m 
those  towns. 

A  Teachers’  Association  has  been  an  interesting  factor 
in  our  work.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  are  members.  Its  social 
activities  serve  to  bring  them  into  closer  fellowship  and  makes 
the  body  more  like  a  united  family,  with  a  common  purpose. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  a  very  vigorous  organ¬ 
ization  formed  during  my  administration,  and  has  a  branch 
in  nearly  every  suburban  district  and  one  also  at  Forest 
Street  and  the  West  Side.  They  have  done  much  for  the 
improvement  of  the  school  equipment  and  to  bring  the  homes 
and  the  schools  into  a  better  understanding.  I  hope  they  will 
long  continue. 

An  additional  feature  in  educational  work  is  the  Evening 
Practical  Arts  Class  for  Women.  This  has  been  organized 
for  several  years.  Instruction  has  been  given  in  millinery 
and  dressmaking  and  this  year  a  course  in  home  decoration 
is  offered.  It  is  under  the  efficient  direction  of  Miss  Helen 
N.  Rose  who  at  my  request  has  submitted  a  report  of  the  class 
for  this  year’s  report.  The  excellent  results  obtained  and 
the  opportunity  given  for  receiving  such  practical  instruction 
for  so  many  of  the  townspeople  fully  justify  the  annual  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $300.00,  one-half  of  which  is  reimbursed  the 
town  by  the  state. 

Of  the  teachers  who  were  in  service  when  I  came  here 
only  five  now  remain,  two  out  of  the  four  in  the  High  School, 
Mr.  Leonard  0.  Tillson  and  Miss  Grace  Allen  and  three  out 
of  the  thirty-two  in  the  Elementary  Schools,  Miss  Eleanor  A. 
Barden,  Mrs.  Lottie  N.  Lang  and  Miss  Lucy  E.  Merrihew. 

Teachers’  meetings  have  been  important  aids  and  factors 
in  the  improvement  of  the  schools.  These  include  general 
meetings,  principals’  meetings,  grade  meetings  and  suburb- 
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an  institutes.  Over  600  of  these  meetings  have  been  held  in 
the  last  twenty-five  years. 

The  Superintendent  has  made  in  that  time  over  20,000 
visits  to  the  schools. 

The  congestion  problem  has  confronted  me  nearly  every 
year  of  my  administration.  Scarcely  a  year  but  what  some 
plan  calling  for  part  time  or  double  shift  has  been  in  opera¬ 
tion. 

During  this  time  although  an  eight-room  building  was 
erected  in  1907,  a  single  and  double  portable  buildings  erec¬ 
ted,  two  rooms  in  the  Town  House  taken  for  school  purposes 
the  Chapel  building  used  for  a  time  for  two  schools,  divisions 
of  rooms  in  the  Union  Street  building  and  High  School,  there 
have  been  from  200  to  400  pupils  several  years  on  a  part 
day  schooling.  Even  two  of  the  Suburban  Schools  for  a  few 
years  were  on  a  part  time  schedule.  But  this  state  of  affairs 
is  now  history  and  the  future  outlook  is  bright  with  promise 
for  a  full  day  schooling,  in  smaller  schools,  for  every  boy  and 
girl  in  Middleboro. 

Four  new  suburban  buildings  have  replaced  old  build¬ 
ings,  each  modern  in  every  way.  Five  suburban  schools  have 
been  closed  and  the  pupils  in  those  districts  carried  to  other 
schools.  The  old  double  seats  and  desks  in  some  of  the  cen¬ 
tral  rooms  and  in  all  of  the  suburban  schools  have  been  re¬ 
placed  by  single  seats  and  desks,  many  of  them  of  the  ad¬ 
justable  type. 

The  segregation  of  all  ninth  grade  pupils  in  the  Town 
House  School  under  the  charge  of  a  principal  and  an  assistant 
with  work  carried  on  under  the  department  plan  was  a  val¬ 
uable  feature  of  school  work  for  several  years,  and  would 
prove  of  value  if  the  same  plan  was  again  carried  out. 

.  The  cooperative  attitude  of  the  press  towards  all  school 
activities  has  been  a  great  help  in  disseminating  school  news. 
During  this  time  many  columns  of  “School  Notes”  have  been 
printed  in  the  Middleboro  Gazette  and  much  space  given  by 
out  of  town  papers.  Such  publicity  always  gives  more  intel- 
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ligent  understanding  and  is  a  great  aid  in  helping  to  secure 
ample  appropriations  for  carrying  on  the  work. 

As  the  people  pay  for  maintaining  the  schools  they  should 
be  fully  informed  as  to  their  activities.  Good  schools  are  an 
excellent  asset  to  any  town  and  the  people  are  willing  to  pay 
for  them  if  they  know  how  they  are  being  conducted  and  for 
what  purposes  the  money  raised  by  taxation  is  spent. 

I  look  back  with  great  pleasure  on  the  splendid  coopera¬ 
tion  and  loyalty  of  an  earnest  and  conscientious  body  of  teach¬ 
ers  during  all  these  years.  I  appreciate  deeply  the  confidence 
given  me  by  the  School  Board  with  its  changing  personnel ; 
the  interested  attitude  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  gen¬ 
erous  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  schools;  the  co¬ 
operative  spirit  of  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  schools  in 
all  that  pertained  to  their  highest  welfare ;  the  great  respect 
and  courteous  conduct  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  town  which 
they  have  always  shown  me — all  these  have  made  my  work 
a  worthwhile  occupation  and  now  stirs  within  me  a  sincere 
regret  to  be  obliged  to  retire  from  these  activities  and  enter 
on  a  new  field  of  labor. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  usual  activities  in 
school  work. 

I  consider  the  schools  in  the  best  condition  they  ha\e 
been  in  the  twenty-five  years  of  my  service.  The  High  School 
is  doing  excellent  work,  has  a  fine  corps  of  teachers  and  is 
maintaining  the  same  high  standing  that  it  has  had  for  many 
years.  With  the  bright  outlook  for  still  better  opportunities 
when  it  occupies  the  new  building  the  people  of  the  town 
may  well  be  proud  of  such  an  educational  institution. 

It  is  a  cause  for  rejoicing  that  the  policy  of  having  so 
many  of  the  Central  Schools  because  of  congestion  on  the  part- 
time  and  double  shift  plans  will  be  changed  next  September. 
The  people  have  been  very  patient  during  this  period  and  I 
have  appreciated  very  much  their  attitude  because  I  knew 
they  felt  we  were  doing  the  best  we  could  under  the  circum¬ 
stances.  The  permanency  of  the  teaching  force  in  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Schools  has  had  much  to  do  in  building  up  an  excellent 


system  of  schools.  The  teachers  are  a  fine  body  of  workers, 
earnest,  conscientious,  loyal,  and  giving  of  their  best  ener¬ 
gies  for  the  welfare  of  their  pupils. 

The  people  in  the  rural  districts  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  excellent  condition  of  their  schools.  With  a  corps 
of  experienced  and  efficient  teachers,  having  the  same  advan¬ 
tages  in  supervisions  as  the  Central  Schools,  with  a  reduction 
in  many  of  them  from  eight  grades  to  from  two  to  five,  there¬ 
by  giving  more  time  for  recitations  and  individual  instruc¬ 
tion,  with  school  buildings  in  excellent  repair,  nearly  all  of 
them  equipped  with  electric  lights  and  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  which  have  been  of  so  much 
assistance  in  building  up  the  spirit  of  helpful  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  homes  and  schools,  many  of  them  have  pianos,  victro- 
las,  first  aid  equipments,  school  playground  equipment,  and 
libraries.  I  doubt  if  in  any  other  town  of  the  state  rural 
school  conditions  are  in  a  better  shape  than  in  Middleboro. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  past  year  the  following  are 
worthy  of  note. 

A  successful  entertainment  by  the  School  Street  pupils, 
the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  for  purchasing  an  excellent 
stereopticon  which  is  of  much  value  as  a  teaching  aid.  Ex 
tension  of  the  Bolenius  system  of  reading,  to  grade  two  For¬ 
est  Street  school,  after  a  very  satisfactory  trial  year  in  grade 
one  of  the  same  school.  An  interesting  spelling  bee  conduc¬ 
ted  by  the  New  Bedford  Standard  in  the  Town  Hall,  when 
the  silver  medal  awarded  to  the  best  speller  in  the  upper 
grades  of  the  elementary  schools,  by  that  paper,  was  won  by 
Virginia  Russo  of  the  Thompsonville  School.  Several  other 
pupils  received  bronze  medals  for  being  the  best  spellers  in 
their  respective  schools. 

The  pupils  meeting  in  the  Town  Hall  inaugurating  the 
drive  in  the  schools  for  the  “Old  Ironsides”  fund  was  a 
great  success. 

It  was  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  local  order 
of  Elks  and  the  quota  of  $100  was  easily  raised.  The  bronze 
medal  offered  for  the  best  essay  in  connection  with  the  drive 
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was  won  by  Madeline  Caswell  of  grade  8,  School  Street 
School,  and  presented  to  her  at  the  graduating  exercises  in 
the  Town  Hall,  June  17. 

Education  week  was  the  most  successful  of  any  since 
the  inaugurating  of  that  feature  in  the  schools  of  the  Nation. 
More  people  than  ever  visited  the  schools.  The  mass  meet¬ 
ing  in  Town  Hall  was  largely  attended.  Mr.  Frank  A.  Morse, 
Supervisor  of  Secondary  Schools  of  Massachusetts,  was  the 
principal  speaker.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  occasion 
was  the  presentation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  by 
the  Teachers’  Association  of  a  beautiful  floral  tribute  in  rec¬ 
ognition  of  his  twenty-five  years’  service  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Middleboro  Schools. 

For  a  second  year  the  local  Grange  gave  a  reception  to 
the  School  officials  and  teachers,  in  their  hall,  with  appro¬ 
priate  exercises.  The  occasion  was  much  appreciated  and 
served  to  emphasize  two  of  the  great  factors  in  the  education 
of  the  child,  the  home  and  the  school. 

Armistice  Day,  November  11,  was  more  generally  ob¬ 
served  this  year.  Special  attention  was  called  to  the  brave 
deed  of  Simeon  L.  Nickerson,  a  former  pupil  of  our  schools, 
who  sacrificed  his  life  in  carrying  out  a  dangerous  assign¬ 
ment,  and  in  honor  of  whom  the  local  legion  is  named,  and 
a  sketch  of  his  life  was  read  in  each  school. 

The  same  force  of  teachers  continued  through  the  school 
year  without  a  single  change. 

There  are  six  new  appointments  in  the  High  School, 
two  new  appointments  in  the  Central  Elementary  with  two 
transferals  from  Suburban  Schools  and  three  new  appoint¬ 
ments  in  the  Suburban  Schools  the  present  year. 

A  state  wide  test  in  arithmetic  for  grades  5,  6  and  7 
was  held  in  December  and  400  pupils  in  our  schools  took  part 
with  gratifying  results. 

A  physical  and  mental  examination  conducted  by  health 
experts  at  the  expense  of  the  State  was  held  in  the  fall  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  pupils  three  years  mentally  retarded. 
Twenty-four  pupils  took  the  examinations  and  if  ten  of  these

at  least  do  not  pass  the  tests  a  special  class  must  be  main¬ 
tained  for  them  according  to  state  law. 

A  series  of  talks  upon  reading  has  been  given  to  the 
pupils  of  the  eighth  grade  at  the  Public  Library  by  Mrs. 
Witheck,  the  librarian,  with  excellent  results.  In  this  way 
the  school  and  public  library  become  two  great  factors  in 
the  education  of  the  child. 

The  major  repairs  at  the  High  School  consist  of  replacing 
the  old  treads  on  the  stairs  with  new,  furnishing  new  curtains, 
building  a  fire  escape  on  each  end  of  the  building  as  ordered 
by  the  State  inspector  and  the  installation  of  electric  lights 
in  all  the  rooms  and  corridors.  At  the  Forest  Street  building 
a  new  platform  and  steps  have  been  built,  new  toilets  and  a 
new  furnace  installed.  The  West  Side  building  has  been 
shingled  and  three  of  the  Suburban  buildings  renovated.  All 
the  Central  buildings  are  now  equipped  with  electric  lights 
and  all  but  two  of  the  Suburban  Schools. 

With  the  rooms  to  be  available  in  September  it  will  be 
possible  to  so  arrange  the  Central  Schools  as  to  have  at  the 
West  Side  only  six  grades,  one  to  each  room,  at  the  Union 
Street  School,  grades  one  and  two,  one  grade  in  each  of  the 
larger  rooms  with  the  two  rear  rooms  used — one  for  dental 
work  and  the  other  for  a  special  school  for  mentally  retarded 
children,  with  grades  3,  4,  4,  4,  5,  5,  6,  6,  in  the  eight  room 
School  Street  building,  and  grades  7,  7,  7,  7,  and  8,  8,  8,  8,  in 
the  old  High  School  building.  This  arrangement  discontinues 
the  schools  at  present  held  in  the  Town  House,  School  Street 
portable  and  rear  rooms  of  Union  Street  Schools  and  does 
away  with  part  time  and  double  shift  plans  and  gives  each 
child  a  full  day  schooling. 

The  excellent  service  rendered  by  Chief  of  Police  Sisson 
and  his  men  in  looking  so  faithfully  after  the  school  children 
in  the  immediate  centre  to  avoid  accidents  from  passing 
automobiles  should  be  commended.  Parents  may  feel  assured 
that  the  safety  of  their  little  ones  is  in  good  hands. 

I  record  with  deep  regret  the  untimely  death  of  the  for¬ 
mer  Chairman  of  this  Board,  George  W.  Stetson,  Esq.,  on 
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June  1.  Mr.  Stetson  during  his  many  years  of  service  had 
given  to  the  interests  of  the  schools  his  best  efforts,  for  lie 
was  a  man  with  more  than  usual  pride  of  town  in  his  make¬ 
up  and  he  wanted  to  give  to  the  children  of  the  town  the  best 
opportunities  for  a  good  education  that  the  town  could  rea¬ 
sonably  give.  He  was  a  sincere  friend  of  the  teachers  and 
carefully  guarded  their  interests  in  all  things  that  concerned 
their  health  and  professional  duties.  He  was  an  unusually 
companionable  co-worker  and  his  presence  at  the  Board  Meet¬ 
ing  always  radiated  good  cheer  and  his  good  judgment  and 
fairmindedness  made  his  services  of  inestimable  value.  We 
shall  all  hold  long  in  memory  his  upright  character  and 
charming  personality. 

I  finish  my  work  in  Middleboro  with  the  happy  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  feeling  that  I  have  given  my  best  efforts  to  advance 
the  cause  of  education  in  the  schools  of  the  town  during  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century. 

It  has  been  my  “ great  adventure”  to  which  I  have  given 
the  greater  part  of  my  mature  life. 

As  I  am  obliged  by  legal  enactment  to  finish  my  work  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  State  next  July,  I  wish  for  my  suc¬ 
cessor  the  same  helpful  spirit  of  cooperation  and  the  same 
support  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  schools  that  I  have 
enjoyed  during  my  long  administration.

The  High  School  continues  on  the  approved  list  of  the 


New  England  College  Certificate  Board.  It  is  also  approved 
by  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Dartmouth  College,  and 
is  in  Class  “A”  for  Normal  Schools.  This  certificate  priv¬ 
ilege  is  secured  for  the  school  by  the  good  work  of  its  gradu¬ 
ates. 

The  High  School  should  not,  however,  be  severely  criti¬ 
cized  if  any  are  unable  to  pass  the  increasingly  difficult  col¬ 
lege  entrance  examinations  or  fail  to  do  creditable  work  after 
entering.  The  present  congestion  in  colleges  means  that  severe 
demands  are  made  by  college  examinations,  which  are  intend¬ 
ed  to  eliminate  a  large  percentage  of  those  who  take  them. 
For  example,  one  college  examined  1400  candidates  for  less 
than  500  places.  Most  of  the  colleges  are  not  expanding,  but 
are  setting  definite  limits  to  the  number  they  wish  to  accom¬ 
modate. 

2.  Teaching  Changes. 

Five  changes  and  one  additional  teacher  were  necessary 
this  year.  The  new  teachers  with  their  subjects  are  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  Edith  M.  Berntson,  English  and  Spanish ;  Mrs.  Alice 
D.  Brawn,  English;  Doris  H.  Cochrane,  History;  Anne  C. 
Erickson,  Mathematics;  Esther  L.  Simpson,  Commercial  sub¬ 
jects;  Alfred  R.  Mack,  Mathematics. 

When  the  personnel  of  a  teaching  force  changes,  a  dis¬ 
tinct  loss  is  likely  to  strike  the  entire  system  until  the  new 
personnel  can  acquaint  itself  with  conditions.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  our  faculty  may  remain  intact. 

3.  Athletics. 

An  Athletic  Association  has  been  organized  with  a  con¬ 
stitution  and  regular  officers.  Meetings  are  held  regularly. 
The  actual  planning  and  knowledge  of  the  athletic  activities 
act  as  a  stimulus  to  the  interest,  and  a  check  upon  expenses. 
A  magazine  contest  conducted  for  a  week  netted  the  Athletic 
Association  over  two  hundred  dollars. 

4.  Pupils’  Reports. 

Report  cards  are  sent  out  five  times  during  the  school 


year.  A  new  card  is  being  sent  out  this  year.  This  card 
employs  the  usual  system  of  A,  90-100;  B,  80-90;  C,  70-80; 
D,  60-70;  F,  0-60.  In  addition,  however,  following  the  sug¬ 
gestions  made  in  the  report  card  recommended  by  the  State, 
a  figure  is  placed  after  each  letter.  This  figure  tells  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  pupil  toward  his  work,  as  explained  on  the  back 
of  the  report  card. 

Deficiency  notices  are  sent  out  regularly  at  the  end  of 
each  half-term  to  parents  of  students  who  have  failed  during 
that  time. 

5.  Education  WeeIl 

The  new  lights  gave  better  opportunity  for  the  building 
to  be  seen  at  night.  On  Wednesday  of  Education  Week 
(November  7-13),  the  Parent  and  Teacher  Night  was  held, 
with  over  125  in  attendance.  Opportunity  was  given  for  par¬ 
ents  to  meet  the  teachers  of  their  children,  and  a  brief  assem¬ 
bly  followed. 

6.  Musical  Activities. 

Mr.  Phillips  will  undoubtedly  cover  this  topic  elsewhere, 
but  his  work  as  director  should  be  commended  in  the  highest 
terms.  He  conducts  general  music,  boys’  Glee  Club,  girls’ 
Glee  .Club,  orchestra,  and  boys’  quartette.  Mr.  Belmont  has 
been  secured  to  take  charge  of  the  School  Band. 

7.  Object. 

After  all,  the  true  measure  of  the  success  of  an  institu¬ 
tion,  our  own  included,  can  only  be  by  the  results  obtained. 
We  must  remember  too,  these  results  consist  not  only  in  the 
mastering  of  the  subject  matter,  but  also  in  the  interest  and 
attention  of  pupils,  and  in  their  acquiring  correct  habits  of 
thought  and  study. 

6.  Miscellaneous. 

Interest  in  the  new  building  is  of  course  paramount. 
The  question,  “When  do  we  go  into  the  new  building?”  is 
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asked  more  from  anticipation  than  from  expectation  of  a  def¬ 
inite  answer.  Sentimental  reasons  are  strong  ones  for  going 
into  the  new  building  this  school  year  if  it  is  completed.  At 
the  present  building,  the  condition,  of  course,  is  a  crowded 
one,  yet  one  would  be  impressed  with  the  order  and  air  of 
purposeful  activity.  The  lack  of  assemblies  with  their  uni¬ 
fying  effect,  the  presence  of  “study”  pupils  in  recitation 
rooms,  and  the  holdings  of  classes  in  improvised  school  rooms 
present  the  real  needs.  Assemblies  are  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
general  music  being  held  there  every  Tuesday,  but  being  in 
another  building,  there  are  disadvantages,  especially  in  in¬ 
clement  weather. 

In  conclusion,  an  excellent  esprit  de  corps  exists  in  the 
High  School  gratifying  to  all.  Whatever  of  success  we  are 
having  is  due  to  the  spirit  of  the  student  body,  the  loyalty 
and  co-operation  of  the  faculty,  and  the  help  given  by  the 
Superintendent  and  School  Committee.  Co-operation  and 
success  go  together  in  any  enterprise.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts,  January  5,  1927. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Bates, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir : 

The  musical  activities  of  the  Schools  of  Middleboro  have 
been  very  busy  the  past  year,  owing  to  our  having  partici¬ 
pated  in  many  entertainments,  and  several  invitations  to  co¬ 
operate  with  other  affairs  in  the  town.  The  Boys’  Quartet 
and  the  H.  S.  Orchestra  have  had  many  opportunities  to  as¬ 
sist  in  outside  activities  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  accept 
owing  to  the  busy  hours  of  school  work  and  home  study. 

The  Orchestra  comprises  some  thirty  members  which  is 
about  10  percent  of  the  school  enrollment. 

The  Girls’  Glee  Club  of  sixty  is  very  active  and  enthusi¬ 
astic;  the  Boys’  Glee  Club  while  not  so  large  is  equally  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work. 

The  Band  under  the  able  instruction  of  Mr.  Harry  Bel¬ 
mont  is  making  rapid  strides  and  will  be  able  to  maintain  the 
standard  set  by  the  other  organizations  of  the  School.  The 
Band  was  handicappel  by  some  changes  in  personnel  this 
year,  owing  to  the  removal  from  town  and  the  graduation  of 
several  members. 

The  Chorus  is  engaged  in  weekly  rehearsals  of  several 
numbers  for  the  spring  concert. 
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The  Boys’  Quartet  have  had  two  changes  this  year,  but 
we  hope  they  wTill  be  able  to  continue  for  the  two  years  fol¬ 
lowing  with  the  present  membership. 

In  many  of  our  associations  we  have  had  no  competitive 
plan  but  have  opened  the  door  to  all  •who  would  enjoy  the 
Study  of  good  music  in  ensemble. 

As  we  understand  it  the  mission  of  public  school  music 
is  not  to  make  great  artists  but  to  help  every  boy  and  girl 
to  know  and  appreciate  good  music. 

We  have  added  one  instrument  (a  saxaphone),  to  our 
already  long  list  and  have  a  pupil  studying  it  at  this  time. 

The  grades  are  fully  up  to  standard  and  the  new  books 
which  were  purchased  have  more  than  come  up  to  our  expec¬ 
tations. 

The  many  different  Glee  Clubs  and  the  Drum  Corps  and 
Orchestra  in  the  School  Street  Building  are  busy  every  week 
and  will  put  on  an  entertainment  in  the  spring  which  will 
overshadow  any  former  event  of  the  school. 

The  Suburban  Schools  have  carried  on  in  the  usual  man¬ 
ner  but  the  bringing  of  the  upper  grades  to  town  has  made 
some  changes  in  the  music  outline  necessary.  The  trans¬ 
porting  of  the  pupil  has  proven  beneficial  as  they  are  getting 
the  graded  study  of  music  which  is  impossible  in  the  one- 
room  building. 

We  in  the  High  School  will  be  most  happy  to  get  into 
the  new  building  and  use  that  wonderful  Walter  Sampson 
Auditorium  for  our  music  period  as  the  Town  Hall  is  too 
large  and  the  chorus  too  much  spread  out  for  the  best  good 
of  all  concerned. 

So  look  out  for  the  musical  activities  in  the  High  School 
next  year. 

The  outlook  is  bright  for  the  future,  but  as  one  writer 
has  said,  “ Don’t  make  promises,  make  good.”

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART

Dear  Sir  : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the 
work  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1926. 

Public  School  Art  teaches  the  child  to  look  and  see  more 
clearly  the  details  of  that  which  comes  before  his  vision.  It 
gives  him  the  power  to  discriminate  between  the  good  and 
bad  in  the  things  around  him.  It  gives  him  the  power  to 
judge  and  think  for  himself  what  is  in  good  taste  to  which 
later  develops  and  inclination  to  create. 

The  training  in  the  Public  Schools  will  not  produce  art¬ 
ists,  but  will  raise  the  standard  of  tastes  and  provide  means 
for  capturing  talented  pupils  and  placing  them  in  classes 
where  they  may  be  especially  trained  and  advising  them  in  the 
type  of  work  or  branch  of  art  into  which  they  will  be  best 
fitted. 

The  lessons  have  been  outlined  under  the  following  sub¬ 
jects,  construction  work,  theory  of  color,  illustration,  repre¬ 
sentation,  costume  design,  interior  decoration,  lettering, 
poster  design,  object  drawing,  nature  drawing,  and  design. 
Primary  grades  had  lessons  on  the  above  subjects  on  a  very 
simplified  basis.  Elementary  lessons  on  a  more  advanced 
basis.  The  suburban  schools  had  a  course  of  the  same  outline 
for  the  teachers  to  follow.  High  School  work  was  carried  on 
with  an  aim  to  specialization  in  the  different  branches. 

Each  grade  is  visited  once  every  two  weeks.  The  subur¬ 
ban  schools  are  supervised  and  visited  once  a  month.  One 
day  a  week  is  devoted  to  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Freehand 
Drawing  at  the  High  School. 

Poster  work  has  been  a  great  center  as  an  advertising 
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unit  in  the  affairs  and  activities  of  the  schools  and  community. 
The  High  School  pupils  made  posters  advertising  Basket 
Ball,  Foot  Ball,  Teachers’  Play,  Senior  Class  Play,  Cabot 
Club  Art  Exhibition  and  Public  School  Art  Exhibition. 

A  poster  contest  was  held  at  the  Public  Library,  Book 
Week,  November  8th,  to  the  13th,  to  promote  more  interest 
in  the  reading  of  books.  These  were  made  by  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  pupils.  In  connection  with  this  a  display 
of  dolls  dressed  in  costumes  of  other  countries  were  made  by 
the  sixth  grade  girls.  Posters  were  made  during  the  year 
by  other  grades  advertising  clean-up  week,  thrift  posters, 
health  posters,  posters  illustrating  poetry,  different  countries 
and  the  months  of  the  year.  All  of  which  convinces  one  that 
a  sure  way  of  public  advertising  may  be  accomplished  by  the 
school  children. 

During  the  time  spent  on  the  above  work  I  can  say  1 
found  at  least  twenty  to  twenty-five  pupils  who  would  be 
capable  of  doing  extremely  well  in  the  Art  field  after  complet¬ 
ing  a  course  at  an  Art  School. 

The  classes  in  High  School  have  greatly  increased  in  num¬ 
ber  this  year.  It  would  be  a  great  benefit  if  they  were  allowed 
a  double  period  a  week. 

An  Art  Exhibition  consisting  of  construction  work,  In¬ 
terior  Decorating,  Costume  Design,  Architectural  Drawings, 
Mechanical  Drawings,  Illustrations,  Design,  Handicraft 
work,  Manual  Training  and  Sewing  was  held  at  the  Town 
Hall,  June  8,  1926.  Work  from  every  school  was  exhibited. 

I  attended  the  Eastern  Arts  Association  Convention  held 
in  Syracuse,  New  York,  April  21st  to  the  24th.  It  was  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  best  ever  held.  I  was  greatly  benefitted  by 
attending. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  all  who  have  been  of 
assistance  to  me  for  the  splendid  co-operation  and  interest 
shown  in  the  work  of  this  department.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PENMANSHIP

Dear  Sir : 

We  have,  this  year,  introduced,  in  grades  one  to  four, 
inclusive,  a  very  interesting  and  effective  system  of  awards 
to  stimulate  interest  in  penmanship  in  our  schools.  These 
awards  not  only  act  as  an  incentive  to  the  pupils,  but  also 
have  a  decided  value  to  the  teacher  in  as  much  as  they  serve 
as  a  definite  standard  of  measurement  which  may  be  used  to 
check  up  on  the  progress  of  the  class.  In  the  past  we  have 
looked  upon  penmanship  as  a  subject  which  did  not  lend 
itself  readily  to  a  systematic  testing  of  progress  made.  It  is 
true  that  we  have  many  tests  for  the  measurement  of  hand¬ 
writing,  that  is,  the  finished  product,  but  nothing  which  could 
be  used  to  test  the  progress'  made  in  the  fundamental  steps 
of  muscular  movement  writing. 

Briefly  our  system  consists  of  a  series  of  progressive  awards 
each  of  which  must  be  obtained  by  the  pupil  before  he  is 
allowed  to  try  for  the  next. 

The  First  or 

Red  Star  Award  for  improvement  in  muscular  control 
is  given  for  proficiency  in  executing  drills  entirely  by  means 
of  the  large  muscle  of  the  forearm,  the  fingers  being  used 
merely  in  holding  the  pen  and  not  in  forming  the  letters. 

The  Second  or 

Silver  Star  Award  for  improvement  in  penholding  is 
given  for  correct  penholding,  the  fingers  being  kept  in  a  free, 
easy,  natural  position,  the  pen  being  held  without  any  con¬ 
scious  tightening  or  cramping  of  the  fingers.  In  moving 
across  the  paper  the  hand  is  caused'  to  glide  on  the  nails  of 
the  third  and  fourth  fingers. 

The  Third  or 
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Gold  Star  Award  for  improvement  in  movement  appli¬ 
cation  is  given  for  proficiency  in  writing  words  and  se.u- 
tences  entirely  by  muscular  movement. 

The  Final  Award  or 

Certificate  is  not  a  new  requirement  but  merely  a  final 
test  on  the  requirements  of  the  Red,  Silver,  and  Gold  Star 
Awards. 

The  Awards  themselves  are  attractively  printed  cards 
about  3”  x  5”  to  which  the  teacher  affixes  a  small  paper  star 
of  the  proper  color.  The  same  award  card  may  then  be  used 
for  any  award  of  the  first  four  grades  by  merely  inserting  the 
pupil’s  name  and  grade  number,  the  purpose  of  the  awards, 
and  signature  of  the  teacher  together  with  the  proper  star. 
A  different  standard  of  success  is  set  for  each  grade,  and 
although  we  use  the  same  awards  for  each  of  the  four  grades, 
they  represent  a  different  standard  of  perfection. 

The  Certificates  are  about  9”  x  12”  and  were  lettered  in 
Old  English  by  one  of  the  High  School  pupils.  A  stencil  was 
then  made  from  the  original  and  the  required  number  turned 
out  on  the  duplicating  machine  at  no  expense  other  than  the 
cost  of  materials. 

The  various  awards  are  presented  to  the  pupils  as  they 
are  earned,  and  a  chart  is  kept  by  each  teacher  showing  the 
progress  of  each  pupil  of  the  class.  After  the  first  of  May 
the  teacher  makes  a  percentage  analysis  of  the  first  success 
of  her  class,  and  a  report  is  given  to  the  superintendent.  Our 
present  system  is  stimulating  interest  and  competition  among 
the  pupils  and  at  the  same  time  serves  as  an  absolute  stand¬ 
ard  of  measurement  whereby  the  teacher  may  measure  the 
success  of  her  work. 

Each  pupil  knows  at  all  times  that  he  is  working  for  a 
clearly  defined  objective,  the  gaining  of  which  will  result  in 
his  being  presented  with  an  award  card.  He  knows  that  his 
advancement  depends  upon  his  ability  to  master  the  various 
steps  in  a  logical  order. 

The  teacher  also  has  a  clearly  defined  aim,  and  can  judge 
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at  any  time  the  progress  of  her  class  by  the  number  of  awards 
for  that  particular  aim  earned  by  the  pupils.  In  this  way  she 
knows  definitely  whether  or  not  the  pupils  have  mastered  the 
work  at  hand,  and  is  prevented  from  taking  up  any  advanced 
work  before  the  majority  of  the  class  are  prepared  for  it. 

It  might  be  stated  at  this  time  that  these  awards  are  not 
intended  as  a  substitute  for  the  Palmer  pins  and  certificaes. 
The  regular  Palmer  awards  which  we  obtained  in  the  past 
were  earned  by  pupils  above  the  fourth  grade  and  will  sti.il 
be  given. 

In  order  that  the  methods  of  presenting  the  subject  of 
penmanship  by  the  various  teachers  may  be  uniform  through¬ 
out  the  various  schools,  a  booklet,  containing  an  outline  of 
the  work  and  full  instructions  for  class  procedure,  has  been 
prepared  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher. 

A  year  ago  a  booklet  containing  a  most  complete  analy¬ 
sis  of  the  various  strokes  of  each  letter  together  with  appro¬ 
priate  drills  was  prepared  and  is  now  being  used  in  the 
upper  grades. 

We  thoroughly  believe  that  we  now  have  a  very  efficient 
system  for  obtaining  results.

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  State  Aided  Vocation 
Classes,  I  would  like  to  say  these  classes  have  been  in  opera¬ 
tion  since  September  1,  1921.  The  past  year  we  have  held 
four  units  in  dressmaking,  Miss  Lura  Haskell,  teacher,  67 
women  enrolled,  market  value  of  dresses  made  totalled 
$740.50,  with  a  saving  to  the  pupils  of  $396.13. 
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Miss  Mary  McDonald  held  three  units  in  millinery,  with 
29  women  enrolled,  market  value  of  hats  made  totalled 
$160.00,  or  with  a  saving  to  the  pupils  of  $78.39. 

In  November  w7e  organized  a  class  in  Home  Decoration, 
Miss  Sylvia  G.  Comley,  teacher,  12  lamp  shades  were  com¬ 
pleted  in  this  unit  with  a  market  value  from  $8.50  to  $20.00

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report : — 

During  the  year  all  school  children  were  examined  and 
parents  notified  of  defects  found. 

There  is  evidence  that  this  method  of  repeatedly  notify¬ 
ing  the  parents  of  existing  defects  is  gradually,  if  slowly, 
bringing  about  happy  results,  especially  as  far  as  diseased 
tonsils  and  adenoids  are  concerned.  During  the  year  forty- 
nine  (49)  school  children,  or  32  per  cent  of  the  cases  in  school, 
had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed, — a  definite  increase  over 
any  other  year.  There  is  still  a  tendency  among  parents  to 
regard  cavities  of  teeth  as  quite  a  minor  defect,  thus  afford- 
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ing  ample  opportunity  for  further  educational  work  along 
health  lines.  It  is  noted  by  the  records  on  file  in  this  office 
that  the  amount  of  dental  work  done  during  any  year  depends 
somewhat  upon  local  economic  conditions. 

A  dental  clinic  in  charge  of  a  competent  dentist  would 
bring  about  good  results  and  would  pay  large  dividends  in 
the  form  of  better  health  conditions.  I  earnestly  recommend 
its  establishment  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  For  the  results 
obtained,  by  this  department,  due  credit  must  be  given  to  the 
School  Nurse,  whose  work  in  the  schools  and  in  the  home  has 
been  a  most  vital  factor. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
Principals  and  teachers  for  the  kindly  spirit  of  co-operation 
I  have  received  at  their  hands.

Report  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Nurse  for  the  year  ending 

Dec.  31,  1926 

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee : 

The  duties  of  the  School  Nurse  and  Health  Nurse  are  so 
closely  related  that  I  find  it  impossible  to  draw  any  definite 
line  as  to  where  one  starts  and  the  other  ends,  so  I  am  giving 
my  report  for  both  at  the  same  time.

Visits  to  the  Suburban  Schools  144. 

Cultures  taken  in  follow-up  work  of  Diphtheria  5. 

Assisted  School  Physician  with  yearly  examinations  of 
the  School  children.  Notices  of  defects  sent  home  and  follow¬ 
up  visits  made. 


Three  patients  were  taken  to  the  Mass.  Gen.  Hospital  for 
examination  and  treatment. 

Two  were  taken  to  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  for  Exam¬ 
ination  and  treatment.  One  was  in  need  of  glasses,  the  other 
was  discharged  until  further  symptoms  developed. 

One  boy  was  taken  to  the  State  School  for  Feeble  Minded 
in  Wrentham.  The  doctors  there  advised  he  be  removed  from 
school  and  allowed  to  do  farm  work. 

Five  patients  taken  to  Brockton  for  treatment  twice  a 
week  for  three  months. 

Accompanied  two  patients  to  Plymouth  County  Hospital. 

One  child  taken  to  Brighton  Contagious  Hospital. 

One  boy  taken  to  Plymouth  County  Hospital  for  chest 
examination. 

Two  patients  taken  to  the  Evangeline  Booth  Hospital. 

General  inspection  was  carried  on  in  the  way  of  clean¬ 
liness,  personal  hygiene,  and  contagious  diseases.  Dental  in¬ 
spection  was  done  twice  a  year.  Conditions  have  improved 
greatly  in  these  cases.  There  are  fewer  children  excluded 
from  school  each  year  for  pediculii.

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured.  Notices  were 
sent  home  for  all  those  who  were  ten  percent  or  more  under¬ 
weight. 

West  Side  weighed  five  times. 

School  St.  weighed  five  times. 

Union  St.  weighed  six  times. 

Purchade  weighed  four  times. 

Waterville  weighed  three  times. 

Pratt  Free  weighed  three  times. 

Pleasant  St.  weighed  three  times. 

Plymouth  St.  weighed  three  times. 

Soule  weighed  three  times. 

Rock  weighed  three  times. 

Thompson  St.  weighed  three  times. 

Wappanucket  weighed  three  times. 

S.  Middleboro  weighed  three  times. 

Greene  weighed  four  times. 

Waterville  weighed  twice. 

Town  House  weighed  monthly. 

Forest  St.  weighed  monthly. 

Mid-morning  milk  was  served  to  all  underweights  and 
any  others  who  desired  it  during  the  months  of  January, 
Februar}^  March,  April,  November  and  December.  The  Nu¬ 
trition  Committee  sponsored  this  project  supplying  milk  to 
all  those  who  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  it  yet  needed  it. 
The  children  have  shown  an  average  gain  in  weight  which

we  feel  was  greatly  influenced  by  the  serving  of  mid-morning 
milk. 

Three  of  our  underweight  children  were  taken  to  the 
Health  Camp  in  So.  Hanson  for  July  and  August.  Two  of 
these  children  did  remarkably  well,  the  other  gained  some 
but  not  as  much  as  was  anticipated.  The  expenses  of  the 
children  who  went  to  camp  were  paid  from  the  Christmas 
Seal  Sale  Fund  and  generous  donations  from  the  Senior  Red 
Cross,  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  the  Middleboro  Lodge  of  Elks, 
the  Nutrition  Committee,  and  the  Ten  Times  One  Club. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  epidemic  of  Measles  in 
the  spring  we  have  had  very  little  contagious  work  in  the 
schools.  Since  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  the  fall  it  is 
remarkable  how  little  there  has  been  as  compared  with  past 
years. 

In  May  I  attended  the  Health  Congress  which  was  held 
at  Atlantic  City.  There  I  spent  a  most  interesting  week 
learning  some  of  the  latest  methods  being  used  in  the  nursing 
world.  I  feel  that  it  has  helped  me  a  great  deal  in  carrying 
out  my  program  this  fall. 

The  defects  of  the  school  children  have  not  been  correc¬ 
ted  as  well  as  we  have  expected  probably  due  to  the  poor  con¬ 
dition  of  the  business  in  town.  The  families  have  not  had  the 
money  to  pay  out  anything  except  those  things  that  are  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  and  as  yet  they  are  not  educated  to  the 
necessity  of  tonsil  operations  and  dentistry.

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE 

SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  Nurse  shall  maintain  office  hours,  School  days,  from 
except  Saturdays. 

8.30  to  9.30  A.  M.,  and  from  4.30  to  5  o’clock  P.  M.  daily. 
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The  Nurse  shall  assist  the  School  Physician  in  his  annu¬ 
al  examination  of  school  children. 

The  Nurse  shall  weigh  and  measure  all  school  children 
at  least  twice  a  year,  and  at  other  times  as  seems  necessary. 

The  Nurse  shall  have  charge  of  milk  furnished  to  school 
children. 

The  Nurse  shall  visit  each  school  monthly  and  at  other 
times  upon  request  of  any  teacher,  or  the  School  Physician. 

The  activities  of  the  Nurse  in  the  schools  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  direction  of  the  School  Physician. 

The  Nurse  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  her  activities 
pertaining  to  school  work. 

The  Nurse  shall  devote  the  remainder  of  her  time  to  the 
making  of  home  visits. 

The  Nurse  shall  submit  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
a  report  in  writing  each  month,  setting  forth  in  detail  her 
activities  of  the  previous  month.

Where  parents  could  not  afford  to  furnish  proper  cloth¬ 
ing,  or  shoes  and  rubbers,  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  were 
notified,  and  they  supplied  the  necessary  articles. 

Truants  were  looked  up  and  returned  to  school  when 
they  could  be  located. 

Pupils  working  without  a  working  certificate  were  re¬ 
turned  to  school  until  they  secured  a  certificate,  and  employ¬ 
ers  were  warned  that  they  must  comply  with  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  when  employing  children. 

One  pupil  was  examined  at  the  Wrentham  State  Hos¬ 
pital  for  Feeble  Minded  Children,  and  they  advised  that  the 
pupil  be  excused  from  attending  school.

GEORGE  W.  STETSON,  A.  B.,  L.L.  B. 

1866—1926 

By  the  death  of  George  W.  Stetson,  Middleborough  has 
lost  a  well  beloved  friend,  a  broad  and  tolerant  citizen,  a 
man  of  clear  wisdom  and  high  ideals.  He  was  a  gentleman 
of  the  old  school,  a  man  of  clear  vision,  of  solid  principles, 
dependable,  conscientious,  of  unflagging  energy  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  civic,  as  well  as  his  religious  and  professional 
duties.  There  has  been  no  man  of  his  generation  in  Middle- 
borough  who  has  contributed  more  to  the  success  of  the  town 
than  he. 

Mr.  Stetson  was  born  in  Lakeville  and  educated  in  its 
public  schools.  He  graduated  from  the  Middleborough  High 
School  in  1882,  Dartmouth  College  in  1886,  and  Boston 
University  Law  School  in  1890.  While  at  Dartmouth  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Fraternity  and  of  Phi 
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Beta  Kappa,  an  honorary  society  composed  of  men  of  the 
highest  scholastic  rank.  He  was  also  a  commencement  orator. 

Mr.  Stetson  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1890  and  for  a 
time  practised  in  the  office  of  Thomas  Weston  of  Boston, 
with  an  evening  office  in  Middleborongh.  In  1896  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Myra  Cushing.  They  have  had  four  chil¬ 
dren,  all  of  whom  survive  him.  After  the  death  of  Everett 
Robinson  in  1897,  Mr.  Stetson  gave  up  his  office  in  Boston 
and  commenced  active  practise  in  Middleborough,  taking 
over  much  of  Mr.  Robinson’s  clientele. 

He  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Fourth  District  Court, 
which  position  he  held  until  1900  when  he  accepted  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  United  States  Referee  in  Bankruptcy.  This 
position  was  held  under  several  judges  of  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  over  twenty-five  years.  His  original  juris¬ 
diction  covered  Plymouth  and  Barnstable  Counties  and  was 
later  extended  to  include  Bristol  and  Island  Counties.  He 
sometimes  humorously  referred  to  himself  as  “the  Referee 
with  the  longest  coast  line  in  the  United  States.” 

Professionally  he  was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  bar  of 
Southeastern  Massachusetts.  His  acquaintanceship  among 
the  profession  was  unusually  large,  and  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow  lawyers  is  wrell  shown  by  the 
many  cases  in  which,  by  agreement,  he  was  appointed  Master 
and  Auditor  under  the  authority  of  both  the  Massachusetts 
and  Federal  Courts.  Among  these  appointments  might  be 
mentioned  the  New  Bedford  Bridge  cases  and  the  land  taking 
cases  connected  with  the  Legion  Parlvway  in  Brockton. 

For  several  years  he  was  associated  with  Albert  Wash¬ 
burn,  the  present  ambassador  to  Austria,  under  the  name  of 
Stetson  &  Washburn,  and  from  1919  to  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  in  partnership  with  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.,  under  the 
name  of  Stetson  &  Clark. 

As  an  attorney  he  was  a  loved  and  trusted  adviser,  a 
man  of  high  ideals,  who  lived  up  to  the  highest  requirements 
of  the  ethics  of  his  profession.  His  natural  judicial  powers, 
his  habits  of  careful  and  systematic  analysis,  his  clear  in- 
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sight  into  men’s  motives,  and  his  scrupulous  honesty,  com¬ 
bined  with  his  natural  charming  personality  and  keen  sense 
of  humor,  made  him  an  ideal  lawyer. 

Mr.  Stetson  was  closely  connected  with  the  public  affairs 
of  the  town.  He  served  on  the  school  committee  over  twenty 
years  and  was  for  many  years  its  chairman.  He  worked  on 
dozens  of  committees,  among  which  were  committees  on  by¬ 
laws,  committees  on  school  needs  and  plans,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  of  Middleborough ’s  250th  Anniversary  Cel¬ 
ebration,  of  which  he  was  the  chairman.  To  him  such  ap¬ 
pointments  were  not  empty  honors  but  involved  faithful  at¬ 
tendance  and  painstaking  conscientious  work. 

Mr.  Stetson  was  prominent  in  many  of  our  leading  insti 
tutions.  In  1906  he  became  a  director  of  the  Middleborough 
National  Bank  and  a  director  of  the  Middleborough  Trust 
Company  when  it  was  founded,  and  served  on  its  executive 
committee  from  that  time  until  his  death.  He  served  as  a 
trustee  of  the  Middleborough  Savings  Bank  for  twenty-nine 
years  and  as  its  clerk  for  fifteen  years.  He  was  one  of  the 
original  trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas  S.  Peirce  for  the 
benefit  of  the  “Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Middleborousrh.” 
By  education  and  experience  he  was  well  fitted  for  these  po¬ 
sitions  of  trust,  and  his  rational,  practical,  sound  business 
judgment  has  been  an  element  of  strength  to  them  for  many 
years. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Central  Baptist  Church, 
serving  on  its  prudential  committee  and  as  its  treasurer  for 
over  twenty-five  years.  He  was  clerk  and  treasurer  of  Peirce 
Academy  for  many  years.  In  the  local  Y.  M.  C.  A.  he  had 
served  as  president  and  treasurer  and  was  a  director  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

For  some  twenty  years  he  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Citizens’  Course  and  for  twenty-five  years  as  chairman  of  the 
Republican  Town  Committee.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  President  of  the  Old  Middlebor¬ 
ough  Historical  Association,  President  of  the  Stetson  Kin- 
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dred  of  America,  a  member  of  the  Mayflower  lodge  A.  F.  & 
A.  M.  and  many  other  societies. 

George  W.  Stetson’s  life  work  among  us  is  finished,  but 
we  are  better  men  and  this  town  is  a  better  town  because  he 
lived  here.  Those  of  us  who  felt  that  we  knew  him  best,  who 
believed  that  we  had  followed  him  truest,  and  who  cherish  the 
thought  that  we  loved  him  most,  see  now  the  place  where  he 
stood  and  know  that  that  place  was  great  and  realize  that  he 
filled  it  worthily. 

“Now  is  the  splendid  column  broke, 

The  signal  fire  is  quenched  in  smoke. 

The  trumpet’s  silver  voice  is  still, 

The  warder  silent  on  the  hill.” 


CHARLES  H.  BATES,  A.  M. 

Mr.  Charles  IT.  Bates  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in 
Middleboro  and  surrounding  towns  for  the  past  twenty-five 
years,  and  a  strong  personality  in  educational  circles  of 
county  and  state  for  a  much  longer  period.  He  may  be  termed 
an  enthusiast,  and  his  life  has  been  devoted  unsparingly  to 
the  cause  of  education. 

Charles  H.  Bates  was  born  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts, 
June  9,  1857,  the  son  of  Albert  A.  and  H.  Maria  Bates.  He 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town  and  of 
Salem,  Massachusetts  and  at  Colby  College,  class  of  1880. 
Subsequently  he  took  several  courses  at  Clark  University. 
In  1905  he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  from  his 
Alma  Mater  in  recognition  of  his  work  as  a  teacher. 

Since  leaving  college  Mr.  Bates  has  been  engaged,  with¬ 
out  interruption,  in  the  educational  field.  He  has  been  a  suc¬ 
cessful  teacher  in  Danvers,  Provincetown,  Dennis,  Chelms¬ 
ford,  Uxbridge,  Salem,  New  Hampshire  and  Troy,  New 
Hampshire.  He  was  principal  of  the  Uxbridge  High  School 
for  thirteen  years,  from  1888  to  1901,  and,  in  connection  with 
the  High  School  principalship,  was  Superintendent  of  Schools 
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for  eight  years,  from  1893  to  1901.  He  was  then  elected  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Uxbridge-Douglas.  school  dis¬ 
trict  in  June,  1901.  In  October  of  the  same  year,  in  the  line 
of  promotion,  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Middleboro  where  he  is  now  entering  upon  his  26th  year  of 
service. 

In  addition  to  the  immediate  duties  of  his  calling,  Mr. 
Bates  has  been  associated  with  many  educational  organiza¬ 
tions,  having  served  as  President  of  the  Worcester  County 
Teachers’  Association,  President  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Teachers’  Association  and  President  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Superintendents’  Association.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Educational  Association,  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  and  Massachusetts  School  Superintendents’  Associations 
and  the  Massachusetts  School  Masters’  Club. 

In  denomination  preference,  Mr.  Bates  has  bene  affilia¬ 
ted  actively  with  the  Unitarian  Church.  In  Middleboro,  he 
has  been  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School,  Superintendent  of 
the  Sunday  School,  a  member  of  the  Parish  Committee  and 
President  of  the  Laymen’s  League. 

In  the  literary  field,  Mr.  Bates  has  contributed  to  dif¬ 
ferent  periodicals  in  prose  and  verse  and  was  the  chief  writer 
of  biographical  sketches  for  the  publication  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Biographical  Society  for  ten  years.  He  has  lectured  on 
educational  and  popular  subjects  in  many  places.  He  has 
served  as  orator  at  patriotic  gatherings  and  has  contributed 
poems  for  anniversary,  memorial,  patriotic  and  dedicating 
occasions.  In  Uxbridge,  he  served  on  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  public  library  for  several  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Middleboro  Historical  Society  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Commercial  Club  for  over  twenty  years,  having  served  for 
several  years  as  secretary  of  that  organization. 

In  fraternal  organizations  Mr.  Bates  has  been  promi¬ 
nent.  He  is  a  member  of  the  local  order  of  Elks,  is  Past- 
Grand  of  the  Uxbridge  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  and  a  member 
of  the  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Society  of  Colby  College. 
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Mr.  Bates  longest  term  of  professional  service  has  been 
spent  in  Middleboro  where  he  was  elected  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  November,  1901.  The  schools  of  this  town,  under 
his  efficient  leadership,  have  gained  and  maintained  a  very 
high  standard  of  excellence;  for  he  possesses  qualities  which 
fit  him  by  nature  for  successful  results.  He  is  a  man  of 
exemplary  bearing,  of  broad  scholarship,  of  impressive  per¬ 
sonality,  of  safely  progressive  ideas  and  of  a  natural  prone¬ 
ness  to  assist  and  benefit  those  with  whom  he  may  be  asso¬ 
ciated.  He  is  an  indefatigable  worker,  is  thoroughly  consci¬ 
entious  in  the  performance  of  a  duty,  and  ever  ready  to  help 
b}r  word  or  deed  the  promotion  of  a  good  cause.  He  is  a 
man  of  marked  literary  attainments  as  well  as  an  able  public 
speaker.  His  ability  in  this  direction  has  on  many  occasions, 
been  a  positive  factor  in  promoting  the  civic  welfare  of  the 
town. 

In  his  professional  career,  Mr.  Bates  has  gained  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  school  officials,  the  confidence  and  support  of 
his  teachers  and  the  respect  of  his  fellow  citizens.  The  town 
of  Middleboro  has  indeed  been  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Bates 
as  the  head  of  her  school  system  for  so  manj^  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen :  ■  j 

I  hereby  submit  the  eighteenth  annual  report  and  de¬ 
tailed  statement  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  1926. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one.  The  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  number  of  automobiles  has  kept  the  Police 
Department  very  busy.  It  would  be  a  great  help  in  handling 
traffic  at  the  Center  at  night,  if  some  device  could  be  installed 
either  electric  or  operated  by  a  Police  Officer.  At  present  it 
is  very  hard  for  the  operator  of  motor  vehicles  to  see  the 
traffic  officer  on  duty,  also  for  the  traffic  officer  to  see  the 
signals  from  the  operators.  This  would  help  to  take  care  of 
the  congestion  of  traffic,  in  which  I  believe  there  will  be  a 
big  increase  this  coming  year. 

With  the  crime  wave  sweeping  this  section  and  the  in¬ 
creasing  automobile  traffic,  together  with  the  continual  dan¬ 
gers  our  officers  face  while  enforcing  the  laws,  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  they  be  given  an  increase  in  salary. 

I  further  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  so 
that  a  clerk  may  be  added  to  the  office  of  the  Department  an¬ 
nually. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  Department  be  equipped  with 
some  new  revolvers  and  belts,  which  we  are  very  much  in 
need  of.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

No  main  line  extensions  have  been  made  this  year,  no  new 
hydrants  added,  and  only  eight  new  services  laid.  All. the 
rest  of  the  time  has  been^  used  in  repairing  leaks,  renewing 
old,  played-out  services,  and  general  maintenance  work  on 
the  system. 

The  usual  care  has  been  given  the  hydrants,  main  gates 
and  services;  the  main  gates  thoroughly  inspected  once,  the 
hydrants  twice,  and  all  low  service  boxes  brought  up  to  the 
surface,  and  curb  stops  tested ;  those  found  to  be  out  of  order 
have  been  renewed. 

During  the  summer  new  locations  were  taken  of  all  ser¬ 
vice  boxes,  and  these  measurements  put  on  cards,  so  that  now 
we  have  a  card  system  shov  ing  a  sketch  of  the  house  and  the 
measurements  to  the  service  box.  These  take  the  place  of  a 
book  showing  the  location  of  the  service  boxes  made  in  19 ID. 

Through  the  systematic  testing  of  the  meters  we  have 
brought  this  department  well  up  to  date.  Few  dead  meters 
are  found  at  each  reading,  and  these  are  immediately  taken 
out  and  repaired,  or  discarded,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  sand  has  not  been  renewed  in  the  filters  as  was  in¬ 
tended  this  year,  but  it  must  be  done  the  coming  year. 

The  December  inspection  of  our  boilers  showed  that  the 
tubes  in  No.  2  boiler  were  very  weak.  These  are  now  being 
renewed. 

The  electric  pumps  are  proving  very  satisfactory,  and 
their  efficiency  is  as  good  as  when  installed  four  years  ago.

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OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 

This  department  met  with  a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of 
William  M.  Haskins  on  March  31st,  1926.  Mr.  Haskins  was 
chairman  for  many  years,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  law  to¬ 
gether  with  his  practical  experience  has  been  of  inestimable 
value.  He  tried  in  every  way  to  save  money  for  the  town, 
and  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  energy  to  that  end.  Unless 
one  has  had  experience  in  this  department  it  is  hard  to  realize 
the  time  required  to  get  proofs  by  which  settlement  can  be 
denied  and  expensive  claims  averted.  Mr.  Haskins  was  always 
on  the  watch  to  see  that  Middleboro  did  not  have  to  pay  a 
bill  that  should  have  been  paid  by  some  other  city  or  town. 
It  will  be  many  years  if  ever,  before  his  place  can  be  filled. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  C. 
S.  Cummings,  James  II.  Creedon  was  appointed  on  March 
1st.  He  declined  the  appointment.  On  April  16th,  Morrill 
S.  Ryder  and  Wilfred  Cromwell  were  appointed.  Mr.  Ryder 
resigned  Sept.  1st,  and  William  G.  Boynton  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Conditions  at  the  Town  Home  are  very  satisfactory.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Brown  have  proven  efficient,  and  the  farm  is  gradu¬ 
ally  being  put  in  first  class  condition.  There  have  been  23 
people  at  the  farm  during  the  year,  12  of  whom  were 
boarders. 

The  collection  of  garbage  by  the  town  is  working  out  as 
planned  and  will  be  a  paying  proposition  in  1927.  During 
1926  the  cost  of  fences  and  buildings  for  the  pigs  had  to  be 
met  out  of  the  1926  farm  appropriation. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  town  not  to  vote  the  neces¬ 
sary  amount  for  this  department,  and  then  take  care  of  the 
overdraft  at  the  end  of  the  year.  We  would  much  prefer  the 
necessary  appropriation,  and  not  have  to  show  an  overdraft 
each  year. 
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The  extra  large  overdraft  this  year  was  partially  due  to 
the  garbage  account  as  noted  above.  (This  will  not  occur 
again.)  The  larger  part  being  due  to  extra  claims  for  aid, 
and  to  replenishment  of  supplies  at  the  farm  as  shown  by  the 

increase  in  inventory  there.

The  following  report  was  read  by  A.  G.  Newkirk — 
Whereas,  by  vote  at  a  special  town  meeting  of  the  town  of 
Middleborough  on  January  11th,  1926,  the  naming  of  the 
building  committee  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  vote 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  former  committee  of  fifty  on 
school  needs,  now  therefore,  said  former  committee  of  fifty 
having  met,  have  named  the  following  persons  a  building 
committee  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  vote ;  namely : 
Granville  E.  Tillson,  Allan  R.  Thatcher,  Walter  E.  Alger, 
Harry  J.  Goodale  and  Abraham  G.  Newkirk.  Respectfully 
submitted,  A.  G.  NEWKIRK,  Chairman  of  Special  Commit¬ 
tee. 

Voted :  that  action  of  committee  be  accepted  and  con¬ 
firmed  and  that  committee  be  discharged. 

Voted:  that  the  report  by  Dr.  I.  R.  Hardy  be  accepted 
as  a  report  of  progress  and  that  further  time  be  given  com¬ 
mittee. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money  for 
band  concerts  the  coming  season,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  under  the  appropriations  the  sum  of  $300.00  to 
be  used  for  Middleboro  musicians  only. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money  to 
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be  expended  by  Post  8,  G.  A.  R.,  on  Memorial  day  and  act 
thereon. 

Voted:  under  appropriations  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

Article  7 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  necessary  to  pay  the  rent  of  a  suitable  place 
for  the  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  act 
thereon. 

Voted:  under  appropriations  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

Article  8 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $500.00  to  be  paid  to  St.  Luke  's 
hospital,  established  in  said  Town,  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  free  bed  in  the  hospital  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  certified  by  the  Selectmen  of  said  Town 
to  be  residents  of  the  Town  and  unable  to  pay  for  such  care 
and  treatment  and  act  thereon. 

Voted :  under  appropriations  the  sum  of  $500.00. 

Article  9 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  employ  a 
Town  Engineer,  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  and 
act  thereon.  No  action. 

Article  10 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars,  for  the  use  of 
the  Trustees,  Plymouth  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  and  act 
thereon. 

Voted  :  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  Plymouth 
County  Aid  to  Agriculture. 

Article  11 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  fifteen 
thousand  ($15,000)  dollars  to  be  spent  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen,  providing  the  state  or  the  state  and  county 
will  assist  financially  in  resurfacing  of  Plympton  street,  from 
the  end  of  the  work  completed  in  1924  to  Eddyville,  the  bal¬ 
ance,  if  any,  to  be  spent  on  resurfacing  a  portion  of  Centre 
street  and  Taunton  road,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000)  dol¬ 
lars  be  appropriated  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen  providing  the  state  or  the  state  and  county  will 
assist  financially  on  the  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of 
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Plympton  street  to  Eddyville,  the  balance  if  any  to  be  spent 
in  reconstructing  Centre  Street  and  Taunton  Road,  in  so  far 
as  there  is  money  available. 

Article  12 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  employment  of  a  school  and  public  healili 
nurse,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  under  appropriations  the  sum  of  $1,500.00. 

Article  13 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  installing  a  suitable  system  of  electric 
lighting  in  the  High  School  building,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted :  that  the  sum  of  $750.00  be  appropriated  for  in¬ 
stalling  electric  lights  in  the  present  High  School  building. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve  its 
street  lighting  system,  appropriate  money  therefor,  and  act 
thereon.  (By  request). 

Voted:  to  postpone  action  on  this  article  until  the  next 
adjourned  town  meeting. 

Voted :  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  15 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  proposed 
“General  By-laws  of  the  town  of  Middleborough”  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  committee  on  the  same,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted :  that  when  this  meeting  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to 
7.30  P.  M.  on  April  26,  1926,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
and  acting  upon  the  proposed  “General  By-laws  of  the  Town 
of  Middleborough”  under  article  15  of  the  warrant  for  the 
annual  town  meeting. 

Voted:  that  this  committee  be  thanked  for  their  efforts, 
their  report  be  accepted  and  the  committee  be  discharged. 

Voted:  that  the  matter  of  the  adoption  of  General  By¬ 
laws  and  Building  laws  of  the  Town  be  committed  to  a  new 
committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  is  to  be  the  Moderator  of 
the  Town,  the  other  two  to  be  nominated  from  the  floor,  said 
committe  to  report  at  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  called 
not  later  than  six  months  from  this  date.  This  is  written  to 
include  the  amendment  that  other  two  members  be  nominated 
from  floor  rather  than  appointed  by  chair.  The  other  two 
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appointed  from  floor  are — Judge  Nathan  Washburn  and 
Judge  Bert  J.  Allan. 

Article  16 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  the 
Christmas  street  lighting,  appropriate  money  therefor,  and 
act  thereon.  (By  request). 

Voted:  that  $300.00  be  appropriated  for  continuance  of 
Christmas  street  lighting. 

Article  17 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  two 
thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of 
the  Selectmen,  providing  the  state  or  the  state  and  county 
will  assist  financially,  in  completing  the  graveling  of  Mario u 
road,  Perry  and  Miller  streets,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars 
be  appropriated  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  providing  the  state  or  the  state  and  county  will  assist 
financially  in  the  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of  a  gravel 
road  on  Marion  road,  Perry  and  Miller  streets. 

Article  18 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rebuild  the 
bridge  and  approaches  over  Nemasket  river  on  East  Main 
street,  appropriate  and  raise  money  for  the  same  by  loan  or 
otherwise,  and  act  thereon. 

Mr.  Granville  E.  Tillson  read  a  letter  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  Thomas  S.  Peirce  estate  regarding  the  building  of 
Nemasket  bridge.  In  said  letter  they  agree  to  meet  the  notes 
of  the  town  together  with  the  interest  on  same ;  also  to  meet 
the  balance  of  cost  of  bridge. 

Voted :  that  the  Town  vote  to  rebuild  the  bridge  and 
approaches  over  the  Nemasket  river  on  East  Main  street  in 
the  Town  of  Middleboro  and  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  therefor  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  thousand  ($28,000) 
dollars,  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  said  bridge  as 
provided  in  this  motion,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000) 
dollars  is  to  be  raised  and  included  in  the  current  tax  levy 
for  the  year  1926  and  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  .to  borrow  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000) 
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dollars  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  in  accordance 
with  section  19,  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  and  all  acts  in  amendment  or  in  addition  thereto, 
that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  annual  payments  in  not 
more  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first 
bond  or  note,  or  at  such  earlier  date  as  the  Treasurer  or  Select¬ 
men  shall  determine.  The  first  of  such  annual  payments  on 
account  of  said  loan  shall  be  made  not  later  than  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note  thereof. 
An  amendment  to  this  motion  was  carried  that  the  appro¬ 
priation  not  exceed  $30,000.00.  A  vote  was  taken  by  ballot 
with  the  use  of  the  check  list  on  the  above  motion.  The 
result  of  the  vote  was  77  Yes — 12  No — Total  89. 

Article  19 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a  Com¬ 
fort  Station  on  the  Town  House  lot,  at  the  junction  of  Union 
and  Nickerson  streets,  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  and 
act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  Selectmen  bring  in  recommendations 
under  this  article  at  adjourned  town  meeting  April  26th,  1926. 

Voted:  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  20 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Section 
6,  Chapter  148,  of  the  General  Laws,  an  act  governing  the 
removal  of  combustible  material,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  Town  accept  section  6,  Chapter  148  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Article  21 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  an  abandoned  gravel  pit  located  on  River 
street,  opposite  Auburn  street,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public 
auction  or  private  sale  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized 
to  give  proper  deed  of  an  abandoned  gravel  pit  on  River 
street  opposite  Auburn  street. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  the  Marion  Road  schoolhouse,  and  land  con¬ 
nected  therewith,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted :  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public 
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auction  or  private  sale  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized 
to  give  proper  deed  of  the  Marion  Road  schoolhouse  and  land 
connected  therewith. 

Article  23 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  such  improvements  and  extensions  in  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Department  as  they  deem  advisable,  appro¬ 
priate  and  raise  money  for  the  same  by  loan  or  otherwise,  the 
payment  of  such  loan  to  be  made  from  the  income  of  said 
department,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  $50,000.00  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  town  therefor  for  the  construction  of  High  Pressure 
Gas  Mains  and  the  improvement  of  the  Gas  Plant.  The  said 
bonds  or  notes  and  the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  within 
twenty  (20)  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  bond  or  note, 
from  the  income  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Department.  This 
was  a  unanimous  vote. 

Voted:  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  $35,000.00  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  town  therefor,  for  the  construction  of  a  new  High  Ten¬ 
sion  Line  for  the  improvement  of  the  electric  light  service. 
The  said  bonds  or  notes  and  the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid 
within  twenty  (20)  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  bond  or 
note,  from  the  income  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Department. 

Article  24 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  portion  of 
Fairview  street  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  as  a  town  way, 
appropriate  money  for  the  same  and  act  thereon. 

Voted:  that  the  town  accept  Fairview  street  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  description — Beginning  at  the  junction  of  the  south¬ 
erly  line  of  Wareham  street  and  the  westerly  line  of  Fairview 
street  thence  running  south  28  deg.  2  ft.  W.  along  the  wesr- 
erly  line  of  Fairview  street  a  distance  of  about  fifteen  hun¬ 
dred  eighty  (1580)  feet  to  the  corner  of  Fairview  street  and 
Mayflower  Ave.,  thence  turning  and  running  easterly  cross¬ 
ing  Fairview  street  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet  to  the  east¬ 
erly  line  of  Fairview  street  thence  turning  and  running  north 
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28  deg.  2  ft.  E.  50  ft.  from  and  parallel  to  the  first  described 
line  to  the  southerly  side  of  Wareham  street,  thence  turning 
and  running  westerly  along  the  southerly  line  of  Wareham 
street  to  the  point  of  beginning.  This  street  shall  be  called 
Fairview  street.

Article  1 :  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  School  Needs,  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  and  act 
thereon. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Newkirk  as  chairman  of  the  committee  of  fifty 
read  the  following  report : 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  FIFTY  ON  SCHOOL 

NEEDS 

Middleboro,  Mass.,  January  11,  1926. 

Your  committee  on  school  needs,  appointed  at  the  town 
meeting  held  June  29,  1925,  to  investigate  the  school  needs 
of  the  town  of  Middleborough,  submits  the  following  report. 

Had  our  instructions  been  more  specific,  we  should  have 
had  an  easier  task.  However,  as  its  scope  was  so  broad,  and 
it  was  impossible  to  get  our  committee  working  during  the 
summer  months,  we  have  not  been  able  to  investigate  as 
thoroughly  as  might  have  been  possible  otherwise. 

Your  committee  believes  that  our  three  greatest  school 
problems  are  Transportation,  Consolidation,  and  Housing. 
While  these  problems  have  been  with  us  for  a  number  of  years, 
we  believe  that  the  situation  now  is  more  serious  than  ever 
before.  We  further  believe  that  unless  adequate  and  per¬ 
manent  relief  is  given  very  soon  our  children  will  be  seriously 
handicapped  in  their  educational  advantages. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

Through  the  use  of  motor  buses,  the  children  are  being 
transported  more  comfortably  than  formerly.  However,  the 
increased  costs  seem  to  be  entirely  out  of  proportion  with  the 
improvement  of  service.  At  present  several  individuals  each 
have  a  route  over  which  they  carry  pupils  at  a  stated  rate 
per  day.  As  these  individuals  are  not  bound  by  contract, 
they  frequently  demand  increased  rates  during  the  year, 
which,  as  a  rule,  have  to  be  granted.  In  view  of  the  ever 
increasing  costs,  which  at  present  amount  to  about  $9,000 
per  year,  it  appears  that  either  of  the  two  following  arrange¬ 
ments  would  be  preferable  to  the  present  system ;  namely, 
that  the  entire  transportation  job  be  given  to  some  respon¬ 
sible  individual  or  company  under  contract,  or  that  the  town 
own  and  operate  its  own  buses.  While  the  latter  plan  would 
require  a  sizable  initial  expense,  we  believe  that  it  would 
prove  more  efficient  in  the  long  run. 

In  connection  with  putting  either  of  these  plans  into 
operation,  routes  would  have  to  be  very  carefully  laid  out, 
selecting  those  routes  that  would  accommodate  the  greatest 
number  of  pupils,  yet  be  passable  during  the  entire  year. 
Having  determined  these  routes,  the  general  condition  of  the 
roads  to  be  used  could  be  gradually  improved  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Selectmen. 
Of  course,  these  routes  would  not  necessarily  pass  the  doors 
of  all  those  to  be  transported,  as  many  would  have  short 
walks  both  at  night  and  morning  between  their  homes  and 
the  bus  routes. 


CONSOLIDATION 

We  believe  the  parents  in  the  outlying  districts  would 
favor  a  plan  of  consolidation  whereby  we  would  eventually 
have  about  three  six-grade  schools  outside  of  the  Centre.  For 
instance,  there  might  be  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  Rock  an 
up-to-date  building  which  could  take  the  place  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  South  Middleboro,  Wappanucket  and  Thomastown 
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schools.  The  Green  might  be  another  center  which  could  take 
care  of  Waterville,  Soule,  Thompsonville  and  Green.  Thus 
the  pupils  of  eight  schools  could  be  brought  into  two  build¬ 
ings,  under  improved  conditions  and  be  more  efficiently 
taught.  In  connection  with  this  consolidation  of  the  rural 
schools,  we  have  purposely  stopped  with  the  sixth  grade,  feel¬ 
ing  that  it  is  preferable  that  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils  be  brought  together  at  the  Centre.  At  the  same  time 
it  appears  that  parents  would  have  less  objection  to  having 
only  their  older  children  brought  to  the  Centre. 

HOUSING 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  several  portable  build¬ 
ings,  have  sub-divided  the  High  School  assembly  hall  into 
three  class  rooms,  have  gained  an  extra  room  at  the  Union 
Street  school  by  a  partition,  and  are  using  three  rooms  in 
the  Town  Hall  by  temporary  consent  of  the  state,  we  have 
pupils  on  the  two  platoon  system,  and  there  is  no  relief  in 
sight.  Even  though  we  are  graduating  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  next  June,  our  superintendent  of  schools  informs  us 
that  there  will  be  more  pupils  on  the  two  platoon  system  next 
year  than  at  present.  In  addition  to  the  double  class  which 
enters  High  School  next  September,  we  have  an  unusually 
large  sixth  grade  at  present,  which  grade  will  enter  High 
School  as  freshmen  when  next  fall’s  double  class  is  still  in 
the  building  as  juniors. 

All  things  being  considered,  the  majority  of  your  com¬ 
mittee  have  come  to  believe  that  a  new  high  school  building 
would  be  the  first  logical  step  of  relief  to  the  entire  situation. 
The  present  high  school  building  could  then  be  used  by  the 
grades  and  would  be  very  helpful. 

We  have  had,  therefore,  plans  and  sketches,  together  with 
estimates,  prepared  by  William  II.  McLean,  Architect,  88 
Tremont  St.,  Boston.  Mr.  McLean  has  had  a  wide  experience 
in  school  buildings,  having  planned  and  erected  about  sixty 
in  the  New  England  states.  There  have  been  no  charges  for 
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liis  services  to  date.  The  following  is  a  brief  description  of 
the  plans. 

The  building  as  planned  is  to  be  a  two-story  building, 
the  first  floor  to  be  but  one  step  above  the  grade  on  the  front 
and  at  the  side  entrances.  As  the  .grade  of  the  proposed  site 
on  North  Main  street  slopes  towards  the  rear,  we  have  planned 
to  take  advantage  of  this  fact  and  put  some  rooms  on  the 
lower  or  basement  level  in  the  rear  of  the  building.  These 
rooms  would  be  almost,  if  not  entirely,  above  ground.  We 
are  also  using  some  of  the  attic  space  in  the  front  of  the 
building  for  three  rooms  for  school  purposes,  a  picture  booth, 
and  rest  rooms  for  the  men  and  women  teachers. 

On  the  ground  floor  are  located  five  class  rooms  to  seat 
thirty-five  or  forty  pupils  each,  the  administration  deparr- 
ment,  the  commercial  department,  two  recitation  rooms,  the 
upper  part  of  the  gymnasium  and  gymnasium  galleries,  a 
girls’  toilet,  and  the  usual  and  necessary  stairs  and  corridors 
with  lockers  for  the  pupils’  clothing  during  school  hours. 

On  the  second  floor  there  are  six  class  rooms,  one  recita¬ 
tion  room,  a  school  library,  two  science  laboratories  with  re¬ 
spective  preparation  rooms,  etc.,  a  science  lecture  room  loca¬ 
ted  between  the  two  laboratories,  an  emergency  room,  and 
the  auditorium  seating  420.  Over  the  stairs  landings  are 
located  toilets  for  the  boys  and  for  the  girls. 

In  the  rear  basement  there  is  a  gymnasium,  locker  and 
dressing  rooms,  showers  and  toilets  for  both  boys  and  girls, 
a  room  for  a  possible  shop,  boiler  room  and  fuel  room. 

All  class  and  recitation  rooms  are  according  to  the  stand¬ 
ard  as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  high 
school  use,  seating  the  number  of  pupils  as  marked  on  the 
plans. 

The  building  is  planned  to  be  built  of  second-class  con¬ 
struction,  with  fire-proof  stairs  and  stair  vestibules.  The 
foundations  are  of  stone  or  concrete.  The  exterior  walls  are 
of  brick  backed  by  hollow  tile  which  insulates  against  heat 
and  cold,  is  fire-proof,  eight  inches  thick,  which,  with  the 
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four  inches  of  brick  facing,  makes  the  walls  twelve  inches 
thick,  and  the  basement  walls  are  sixteen  inches  thick. 

All  the  partitions  and  ceilings  will  be  plastered  on  wire 
laths.  Blackboards  in  class  rooms  will  be  of  best  natural 
slate.  Floors  will  be  best  clear  maple,  the  inside  finish  of 
North  Carolina  pine  or  cypress,  and  the  doors  of  birch  or 
cypress.  Basement  rooms  will  have  concrete  floors,  brick 
partitions.  The  closet  partitions  in  the  toilets  will  be  the  best 
metal  partitions  and  doors,  enamelled  in  gray.  Toilet  fix¬ 
tures  will  be  all  white,  with  flushing  valves  on  all  fixtures. 
The  gymnasium  will  have  a  wooden  floor  and  will  be  at  least 
eighteen  feet  in  the  clear. 

The  proposed  buildin,g  has  thirteen  designated  class 
rooms  of  forty  pupils  each,  two  of  thirty-five  each,  and  three 
smaller  recitation  rooms  which  could  be  utilized  as  class  rooms 
accommodating  fifteen  pupils  each,  making  the  total  class 
room  home  seats  475.  By  utilizing  the  attic  rooms  and  com¬ 
mercial  department,  etc.,  we  could  have  a  home  seating  capa¬ 
city  of  well  over  six  hundred.  We  believe,  therefore,  that 
the  building  proposed  will  care  for  the  needs  of  Middleboro's 
high  school  pupils  for  many  years  to  come  without  further 
additions,  and  will  be  a  long  step  in  the  solving  of  our  entire 
school  problem.

The  above  figures  do  not  include  the  cost  of  lot,  but  do 
include  a  balcony  for  the  auditorium.  The  balcony  was  not 
included  in  the  seating  capacity  of  420  in  the  auditorium. 
Therefore,  by  deducting  approximate  cost  of  balcony,  $10,- 
000,  from  the  above  estimates,  and  adding  $7,500  for  cost 
of  lot,  we  have  an  estimated  total  cost  of  $174,900  for  lot, 
building  and  equipment. 

In  the  matter  of  expense  we  might  say  that  in  recom¬ 
mending  the  North  Main  Street  site,  on  account  of  its  natur¬ 
al  slope,  we  estimate  that  the  cost  of  excavation  would  be 
about  $10,000  less  than  if  the  building  were  placed  on  a  lot 
which  was  level. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  respectfully  request  that 
a  vote  by  “Yes”  and  “No”  ballot,  using  the  checking  list, 
be  taken  before  this  meeting  adjourns,  to  determine  whether 
the  town  wishes  to  erect  and  equip  a  new  high  school  build¬ 
ing  in  substantial  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
this  report.

They  recommend  that  the  town  vote 
to  construct  originally  equip  and  furnish  a  new  high  school 
building  upon  the  lot  tendered  to  the  town  at  this  meeting 
by  the  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas  S.  Peirce,  deceased, 
situated  on  North  Main  Street,  and  they  further  recommend 
that  the  town  appropriate  therefor  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars,  of  which  fifteen 
thousand  ($15,000)  dollars  shall  be  raised  and  included  in 
the  current  tax  levy  for  the  year  1926  and  the  remainder 
borrowed  on  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town.  Ernest  L.  Maxim, 
Chester  E.  Weston,  Alton  G.  Pratt,  Granville  E.  Tillson  and 
Albert  F.  Soule,  Selectmen  of  Middleboro.  Mr.  Tillson  also 
read  the  following  letter  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Thomas 
S.  Peirce  estate :  The  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas  S. 
Peirce  herewith  present  the  following  proposition,  for  ac¬ 
ceptance  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  Town  of  Middleborough  with  a  lot 
on  which  to  erect  the  proposed  new  high  school  building.

Voted :  that  the  town  construct  and  originally  equip  and  fur¬ 
nish  a  new  high  school  building  upon  the  lot  tendered  to  the 
town  at  this  meeting  by  the  trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas 
S.  Peirce,  deceased,  on  North  Main  street  and  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  the  sum  of  one  hundred  sev¬ 
enty-five  thousand  dollars  ($175,000),  of  which  fifteen  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($15,000)  shall  be  raised  and  included  in  the 
current  tax  levy  for  the  year  1926  and  the  remainder  shall  be 
raised  by  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the  town  and  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  he  is  hereby  auth¬ 
orized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town 
in  the  aggregate  principle  amount  of  one  hundred  and  sixty

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Weights  and  Meas¬ 
ures  Department  for  the  year  1926. 

The  set  of  state  standards  are  in  excellent  condition.  All 
standard  weights  were  re-nickeled  and  a  new  standard  yard 
measure  added  as  ordered  by  the  State  Department.  The 
auto  truck  scale  is  giving  good  service  to  the  people  of  the 
town  who  have  need  of  such  a  scale.  The  50-pound  weights 
have  all  been  newly  painted,  as  have  the  greater  part  of  the 
gasoline  test  measures.  All  those  painted  are  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  Two  new  gasoline  test  cans  will  be  needed  this  year 
as  the  others  have  outworn  their  usefulness  and  scales  hard 
to  read.  A  number  of  Peddlers  were  cautioned  about  licenses 
and  weight.  All  cheerfully  conformed  to  instructions.  Gas¬ 
oline  stations  and  pump  installations  are  increasing  so  rapid¬ 
ly  that  during  the  season  the  numerous  calls  are  making  such 
an  increased  demand  on  the  Sealer’s  time  that  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  all  satisfied.  Something  must  be  done  as  the  coming 
season  means  greater  demands  on  the  Sealer’s  time  as  de¬ 
manded  by  the  State  Department  and  the  public. 

Ordinary  supplies  for  office  and  field  will  be  needed  for 
the  work  the  coming  year. 

7028  pieces  were  sealed,  142  adjusted,  45  condemned,  451 
pieces  were  re-inspected  and  found  lawful,  48  gas  pumps  were 
re-tested  and  all  found  within  tolerance.  122  retests  were 
made  of  dry  commodities  in  package  form,  8  re  weighings  on 
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coal,  558  reweigliings  on  grocery  articles  and  meats,  541  were 
correct,  6  underweight,  11  overweight.  Inspection  on  the 
following  were  found  lawful  under  Mass.  Law :  Ice  scales, 
peddlers’  scales,  pkg.  food  marking,  bread,  labels  and  mark¬ 
ing  milk  jars,  paper  cartons  and  many  others.

At  Christmas  each  of  the  women  was  given  a  knitted 
shawl,  handkerchiefs,  aprons,  fruit  and  candy.  The  men  had 
a  special  package  of  tobacco,  new  pipes,  socks,  handkerchiefs, 
also  the  fruit  and  candy.  A  Christmas  tree  was  arranged 
for  them,  beautifully  lighted  and  decorated. 

The  usual  ice  cream  and  cake  have  been  given  on  holi¬ 
days,  and  through  the  warm  weather  it  was  furnished  every 
Sunday. 

The  Yictrola  seems  to  be  very  much  appreciated  "and  a 
dozen  or  more  records  have  been  added. 

I  take  this  -opportunity  to  thank  the  Matron  for  her  sug¬ 
gestions  and  assistance  in  administering  this  fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  work  done  by  the  Moth 
Department  for  the  year  1926. 

Early  in  January  we  started  the  work  of  creosoting  Gyp¬ 
sy  Moth  egg  clusters  and  the  gathering  of  Brown  Tail  Moth 
nests  on  private  property  and  also  the  roadside  trees.  That 
part  of  the  town  lying  east  of  Bedford  street  to  the  Lakeville 
line,  north  and  east  of  Grove  street,  and  east  of  Wareham 
street  to  the  Rochester  line  seemed  to  be  fairly  free  from 
Gypsy  infestation,  although  they  were  found  in  spots  along 
the  entire  length  of  Purchase  street.  The  North  Middleboro 
section,  especially  in  the  southwestern  part,  and  along  the 
Lakeville  line,  the  sections  bordering  Cross  street  and  Taun¬ 
ton  avenue,  and  also  Marion  Road,  Miller,  Highland  and 
Spruce  streets  showed  very  heavy  infestation.  There  was 
a  complete  defoliation  of  some  oak  and  birch  trees  in  these 
sections. 

In  the  early  spring  we  again  sprayed  the  Wild  Cherry 
and  Beach  Plum  along  the  four  main  highways  with  Arse¬ 
nate  of  Lead  to  rid  these  streets  of  the  unsightly  appearance 
of  the  Tent  Caterpillar  nests. 

We  started  the  spraying  of  private  orchards  on  May 
11th,  and  continued  with  this  work  through  to  the  25th  of 
June.  About  first  of  July  we  sprayed  a  few  private  elm 
trees  to  control  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  The  7th  and  8th  of 
July  we  sprayed  two  cranberry  b6gs,  and  a  little  later  we 
sprayed  three  potato  plantings  totaling  about  seven  acres, 
and  an  asparagus  bed  of  about  two  acres.  The  Arsenate  of 
Lead  was  an  effective  control  for  the  Colorado  Beetle  or  Po¬ 
tato  Bug  and  also  for  the  Asparagus  Beetle. 

We  procured  this  spring,  one  barrel  of  liquid  lime-sul- 
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phur  and  incorporated  it  with  our  Arsenate  of  Lead  spray 
on  the  private  orchards,  hoping  to  more  effectively  help  con¬ 
trol  other  than  chewing  insects  on  apple  trees.  We  soon  found 
this  combination  impracticable  to  use  because  it  would  burn 
the  leaves  on  peaches,  plums,  grapes  and  roses,  and  most  every 
place  we  sprayed  had  some  one  of  these  trees. 

This  year  a  still  greater  number  of  private  jobs  of  spray¬ 
ing  were  done  than  ever  before.  The  spray  books  show  actual 
work  done  on  249  private  places,  an  increase  of  12  over  1925 ; 
54  over  1924,  and  161  over  1923.  I  believe  that  with  our 
present  equipment — two  small  sprayers — we  have  reached 
the  limit  of  the  number  of  orchards  we  can  do  effectively. 
This  particular  spray  is  called  the  Colyx  Spray  and  the  ele¬ 
ment  of  time  is  a  very  important  factor,  and  in  order  to  take 
care  of  this  large  number  of  jobs  some  of  them  were,  undoubt¬ 
edly,  done  too  early,  before  the  blossoms  had  completely  set, 
and  others  too  late,  after  the  Colyx  end  had  closed. 

The  spraying  of  the  roadsides  to  control  the  Gypsy 
Moths  was  started  just  as  soon  as  the  leaves  had  grown  large 
enough  to  offer  a  surface  on  which  the  spray  could  be  held. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  run  one  of  the  big  sprayers  down 
on  Marion  Road,  Miller,  Perry  and  Spruce  streets  in  order  to 
reach  the  top  of  the  tall  oaks  there,  and  after  the  feeding  was 
done  it  was  noticed  that  these  sprayed  roadside  trees  were 
the  only  ones,  in  some  of  that  section,  that  still  retained  their 
leaves.  Much  more  of  this  sort  of  work  should  be  done  in 
1927,  and  we  expect  to  keep  one  of  the  large  sprayers  at  work 
in  the  south  end  of  the  town,  and  the  other  in  the  North 
Middleboro  section. 

Early  in  July  the  elm  trees  were  sprayed  to  control  the 
Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  Finding  that  horses  were  too  slow  a  motive 
power  to  haul  the  big  sprayer,  we  attached  it  to  the  new 
Chevrolet  truck  and  thus  effectively  took  care  of  the  elm  trees 
in  North  Middleboro.  Again,  as  in  1925,  the  big  sprayer 
worked  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Four  Corners  during  the  hours 
from  5  A.  M.  until  10  A.  M.,  so  as  to  eliminate  the  danger 
of  spray  dropping  upon  automobiles. 
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Once  again  a  survey  was  made  of  the  willow  and  pop¬ 
lar  trees  of  the  town  to  determine  to  what  extent,  if  any,  the 
Satin  Moth  was  working.  Although  this  newly  imported 
moth  was  working  quite  heavily  on  the  Silver  Poplars  on 
the  Cape,  none  were  found  here. 

During  the  creosoting  of  the  town’s  roadsides  this  fall, 
it  was  found  that  the  previously  stated  infested  areas  had 
materially  grown,  and  that  for  1927  there  will  be  nearly  1,200 

acres  of  woodland  either  completely  or  partially  stripped  of 

* 

leaves.  This  is  an  increase  of  practically  25  percent  over 
1926. 

During  the  latter  end  of  the  feeding  period  of  the  Gypsy 
Moth  a  much  larger  number  of  the  Calosoma  Beetle  were  ob¬ 
served.  This  beetle  is  quite  large  and  with  a  bright  green-blue 
coloring  of  the  wing  cases.  Please  do  not  destroy  these  beetles. 
At  this  time  too  it.  was  noticed  that  the  signs  of  the  Wilt 
Disease  were  numerous,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  Cross  and 
Everett  streets.  Durng  the  fall  creosoting  it  was  noticed 
that  far  more  of  the  egg  clusters  were  infested  by  the  fly  Ap- 
anteles  than  ever  before.  These  observations  show  that  the 
introduced  parasites  are  on  the  increase. 

A  new  Chevrolet  ton  truck  was  purchased  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  this  spring.  With  this  new  piece  of  equipment  we  were 
able  to  furnish  our  own  motive  power  for  both  small  spray¬ 
ers  and  also  to  haul  one  of  the  big  sprayers  as  a  trailer.  The 
old  Ford  truck  is  held  in  reserve  and  will  be  reconditioned 
for  the  1927  season.  All  tools  and  equipment  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  except  the  Ford  truck  and  one  big  sprayer,  are  in 
good  working  order. 

Having  the  knowledge  and  a  crew  of  experienced  men, 
the  Moth  Department  is  capable  of  correctly  planting,  graft¬ 
ing  and  pruning  your  orchards  or  shade  trees,  do  cement 
cavity  work,  or  remove  trees  at  actual  cost. 

In  conclusion  I  will  state  that  the  personnel  of  the  Moth 
Department  is  vitally  interested  in  the  well-being  of  the  town 
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of  Middleboro,  and  any  knowledge  or  assistance  that  it  can 
give  is  yours  for  the  asking.

Two  quarantines  for  Tuberculosis  were  issued  and  three 
cows  were  killed  as  tubercular.  There  has  been  very  little,  it 
any,  contagious  disease  among  the  animals  during  the  past 
year,  and  as  usual  the  health  of  milch  cows  in  Middleboro 
has  been  very  good. 

The  low  percentage  of  Tuberculosis  among  the  cattle  is 
due  to  various  methods  employed  in  combating  this  disease, 
namely,  introduction  of  clean  cattle,  Federal  accredited  herd 
testing,  inspection,  etc.,  and  the  results  obtained  seem  to  me 
to  be  very  good.  Middleboro  is  ahead  of  many  surrounding 
towns  in  this  respect.

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FOREST  WARDEN 

A  total  of  43  grass  and  forest  fires  have  been  reported 
this  year.  Of  these  19  were  railroad  fires  burning  over  73^4 
acres.  The  largest  one  occurred  May  13th  and  started  on  the 
railroad  near  Brook  St.,  and  burned  over  56  acres  of  timber 
and  sprout  land,  causing  a  damage  estimated  at  $7,640.00. 
Another  fire  occurred  April  11th  and  started  on  the  railroad 
near  Walnut  St.  and  burned  nearlv  to  Marion  Road,  cover- 
ing  an  area  of  about  35  acres  of  grass  and  brush  land,  so  that 
the  damage  was  small. 

All  the  other  fires  were  small ;  none  of  them  of  more  than 
three  acres  in  extent,  with  no  loss.  Many  of  these  small  fires 
had  great  possibilities,  but  the  quick  response  of  the  Deputies 
and  the  Fire  Department  held  them  in  check.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Two  much  needed  major  improvements  have  been  made 
on  our  roads  this  year,  the  completion  of  Plympton  St.  from 
the  end  of  the  1924  construction  to  Eddy vi lie,  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  bridge  over  the  Nemasket  River  on  East 
Main  St.  The  Plympton  St.  job  was  built  under  Chapter 
90,  in  which  the  State  contributed  ten  thousand  dollars,  the 

Countv  five  thousand  dollars  and  the  town  fifteen  thousand 
«/ 

dollars. 

The  bridge,  designed  by  the  State  Highway  Engineers, 
is  of  a  beam  type  re-inforced  concrete,  and  which  the  town 
voted  to  issue  notes  for  its  construction.  The  Peirce  Trustees 
will  pay  these  notes  as  they  become  due. 

All  the  other  roads  built  this  year  have  been  of  gravej, 
and  with  the  exception  of  North  St.  from  Nemasket  St.  to 
Everett  St.,  and  Plymouth  St.  in  Warrentown,  all  the  monev 
available  for  road  construction  has  been  put  on  the  outside 
roads.  The  more  important  of  these  are  Sachem,  Vernon, 
Center,  Clay,  Pleasant,  Miller,  Wood,  Tispaquin,  Smith, 
Thomas,  Spruce,  Wall,  West ‘Grove,  Cherry,  Purchase  Streets, 
and  Marion  Road. 

SNOW 

This  year  has  necessitated  the  spending  of  a  larger  sum 
of  money  for  snow  removal  than  for  a  number  of  years  in 
the  past.  The  total  snow  fall  was  53  inches,  the  heaviest 
storms  occurring  on  Feb.  3rd  and  4th,  13  inches;  Feb.  9th 
and  10th,  6y2  inches;  Dec.  6th,  9y2  inches;  Dec.  25th  and 
26th,  6  inches.  During  the  storm  of  Feb.  3rd  and  4th  the 
thermometer  registered  about  22  degrees  above  zero,  and  was 
accompanied  by  a  very  high  wind,  causing  very  deep  drifts 
and  making  it  next  to  impossible  to  keep  the  roads  open.  The

thermometer  steadily  dropped  until  it  reached  8  degrees  be¬ 
low  zero  on  the  9th,  when  the  second  storm  of  inches  of 
snow  came,  accompanied  by  a  high  wind,  and  blocking  the 
roads  again,  but  by  the  11th  the  Bridgewater- Wareham  line 
was  open,  and  on  the  12th  all  the  other  main  arteries  were 
open  to  travel. 

Two  thunder  storms  occurred  during  the  month  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  one  on  the  14th  and  another  on  the  25th. 

The  storms  of  Dec.  6  and  Dec.  25-26  were  of  light  snow 
and  caused  but  little  inconvenience  to  travel. 

MARION  ROAD,  PERRY  AND  MILLER  STREETS 

Last  year  the  State  allotted  $4,000,  the  County  $2,000, 
the  Town  $2,000,  and  the  Peirce  Trustees  $2,000  toward  the 
rebuilding  with  gravel  of  Long  Point  Road,  Marion  Road, 
Perry  and  Miller  Streets.  With  this  monev  we  were  enabled 
to  build  a  road  18  feet  wide,  and  surface  it  with  one  coat  of 
tar  and  one  coat  of  asphalt,  for  a  distance  of  two  miles.  This 
year  the  same  parties  contributed  like  amounts  toward  the 
completion  of  the  project,  but  owing  to  the  difficulties  en¬ 
countered  in  taking  land  to  widen  the  corners  and  straighten 
the  lines  of  the  road,  but  little  work  has  been  done.  This 
money,  however,  is  available  for  another  year,  and  with  an 
additional  appropriation  which  we  hope  to  get  in  1927,  we 
should  be  able  to  complete  these  roads  through  Smith  St.  fo 
Wareham  St. 

SOUTH  MIDDLEBORO  PATROL 

Wre  have  continued  this  year  the  policy  adopted  two  years 
ago  of  keeping  one  man  and  a  truck  in  the  south  section  of 
the  town,  to  which  he  devotes  all  of  his  time  in  graveling, 
mowing  bushes,  dragging  roads,  opening  water-ways  after 
rain  storms,  and  breaking  out  roads  after  snowT  storms.  While 
this  may  be  a  little  'more  expensive  than  it  would  be  to  put 
a  large  gang  on  for  a  short  time,  still  many  of  the  small 
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things  which  are  annoying  to  the  citizens  of  this  section  are 
attended  to,  which  otherwise  would  be  left  undone,  and  on 
the  whole,  this  patrol  is  very  satisfying  to  the  tax  payers  of 
this  section. 


TOOLS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Our  equipment  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  another  new  grader  this  year  made  it  possible  to  have 
all  our  roads  scraped  before  the  first  of  July,  whereas  in 
other  years  when  we  had  to  depend  on  horses  to  do  the  scrap¬ 
ing,  it  was  the  middle  of  August  before  this  work  was  all 
done.

Gravel  is  becoming  very  scarce  in  this  town  so  that  we 
are  in  need  of  some  kind  of  a  portable  crusher  and  screening 
plant  so  we  can  use  the  gravel  pits  which  are  not  now  usable 
because  they  contain  too  many  large  stones. 

OILING 

Through  the  use  of  85  percent  asphalt  road  oil  we  are 
able  to  preserve  our  present  road  surfaces  and  also  protect 
the  new  gravel  roads  we  build  on  the  more  heavily  travelled 
streets. 


SIDEWALKS 

Under  the  special  appropriation  for  new  sidewalks  we 
have  built  cement  sidewalk  and  curbing  on  the  north  side  ot 
Center  St.  from  Everett  St.  to  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
bridge,  and  a  tar  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Courtland 
St.  from  South  Main  St.  to  Alden  St. 

ROADSIDE  BRUSH 

Twenty-four  blind  corners  have  been  trimmed  out  and 
the  brush  cut  back  to  the  walls  and  burned  on  nine  miles  of 
road  on  nine  different  streets.  In  addition  the  brush  was 
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cut  on  the  curves  on  Plymouth  St.  from  the  Green  to  Water 

viJle.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighteenth,  annual  report  as  In¬ 
spector  of  Milk.  The  objective  of  the  milk  inspection  is — 

(a)  To  see  that  producers,  dealers  and  all  persons  who 
handle  milk  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  gov¬ 
erning  the  sale  of  milk. 

(b)  To  take  samples  and  analyze  them  to  determine 
the  percentage  for  butter  fat,  and  the  total  solids. 

(c)  To  see  that  the  milk  is  produced  from  clean  cows 
in  clean  stables  by  clean  attendants. 

The  Inspector  tried  to  achieve  these  objectives  by  get¬ 
ting  the  co-operation  of  the  producers  and  dealers.  He  in¬ 
terviewed  the  successful  producers  who  produce  milk  that 
tests  high  in  better  fats,  and  who  have  a  small  bacteria  count, 
to  learn  their  methods  of  feeding  and  attending  to  their 
herds.  He  then  talked  with  producers  whose  milk  did  not 
test  as  high,  and  whose  bacteria  count  was  much  higher,  and 
tried  to  impress  them  with  the  importance  of  adopting  the 
other  man’s  method  of  caring  for  his  herd.  The  farmers 
seemed  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate,  and  conditions  were 
much  improved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Health  Officer 
for  the  year  ending*  December  31,  1926. 

The  geographical  location  of  Middleboro  makes  it  very 
difficult  to  prevent  and  suppress  the  contagious  diseases, 
owing  to  being  surrounded  by  a  number  of  smaller  towns, 
many  of  which  have  no  regulations  governing  those  diseases. 
Many  of  the  residents  of  these  towns  do  not  call  a  physician 
for  a  child  who  is  ill,  unless  the  child  is  very  sick,  owing  to 
the  expense,  therefore,  a  great  many  cases  of  contagious  dis¬ 
eases  are  not  discovered  and  other  members  of  the  family 
do  shopping  and  attend  places  of  amusement  in  Middleboro. 
and  spread  the  disease,  and  are  not  aware  of  it  in  a  number 
of  instances.  The  health  officer  discovered  that  children  in¬ 
fected  with  a  contagious  disease  living  in  an  adjacent  town 
were  attending  places  of  amusement  in  Middleboro.  He  noti¬ 
fied  the  Boards  of  Health  of  said  towns  and  the  infected  par¬ 
ties  were  kept  at  home. 

Miss  Canning,  the  health  nurse  during  the  past  three 
years,  resigned  the  position  to  accept  a  similar  position  in 
Norwood,  at  a  substantial  increase  in  salary.  I  am  very 
sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss  Canning.  She  was  capable, 
efficient  and  trustworthy.  Her  prompt  response  to  the  many 
requests  of  the  teachers  of  the  different  schools,  her  thorough¬ 
ness  when  culturing  the  throats  of  the  pupils  for  diphtheria, 
and  careful  inspection  of  the  pupils  where  there  was  a  case 
of  scarlet  fever  reported  from  a  school,  was  the  means  of  dis¬ 
covering  many  cases  of  these  diseases  that  would  not  have 
been  discovered  until  they  had  spread  the  disease  to  other 
pupils. 
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Contagious  Diseases 

The  Health  Department  has  been  very  successful  during 
the  past  year  in  the  prevention  and  suppression  of  contagious 
diseases.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  epidemic  of  measles 
there  has  been  the  smallest  number  of  cases  reported  than 
for  the  past  ten  years.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  Schick  tested  during  the  past  three  years,  there  has  not 
been  a  case  of  Diphtheria  reported  to  the  Health  Department 
during  the  past  year,  and  if  parents  would  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Health  in  immunizing  their  children,  especially 
those  under  five  years  of  age,  diphtheria  could  be  eliminated 
in  a  few  years.  Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  to 
the  Board;  two  were  traced  as  having  been  out  of  town  for 
the  week-end,  and  in  each  case  the  Health  Department  pre¬ 
vented  any  further  spread  of  the  disease.

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Tuberculosis 

Jan.  1,  1926,  there  were  in  the  Sanatoriums  seven  pa¬ 
tients  ill  with  tuberculosis  from  Middleboro.  During  the  past 
year  five  more  were  admitted.  Of  the  twelve  cases  mentioned, 
four  were  discharged  as  arrested  cases,  two  died,  leaving  six 
patients  in  Sanatoriums  Jan.  1,  1927.  Three  who  were  tak¬ 
ing  home  treatment  died  during  the  year. 

Six  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  in  children  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  by  the  health  nurse  and  health  officer.  Some 
of  these  may  have  to  take  treatment  later.  These  cases  are 
not  included  in  the  cases  mentioned  above. 

The  tuberculosis  among  the  children  in  the  opinion  of 
eminent  health  authorities  is  due  to  the  large  percntage  of 
cows  that  are  infected  with  tuberculosis.  In  my  opinion  the 
regulations  of  the  health  department  regarding  tubercular 
cows  are  ineffective.  I  believe  that  30  percent  of  the  cows 
producing  milk  for  consumption  in  Middleboro  are  infected 
to  some  degree  with  tuberculosis.  Would  advise  that  ail 
cows  producing  milk  to  be  consumed  in  Middleboro  be  re¬ 
quired  to  take  tuberculine  treatment  each  year.  Or  that  all 
milk  sold  in  Middleboro  be  pasteurized  before  delivery. 

Three  children  were  sent  to  the  health  camp  at  South 
Hanson,  each  being  there  eight  weeks,  and  returned  improved 
in  health  and  weight.  The  expenses  of  these  children  were 
paid  partly  from  money  from  sale  of  Christmas  seals.  The 
balance  was  contributed  by  individuals  and  societies.  I  wish 
hereffo  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  B.  P.  0. 
Elks,  and  to  the  Associated  Order  of  Charities  for  their  con¬ 
tribution  to  this  fund. 


Nuisances 

The  public  dump  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  past 
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year  certainly  was  a  nuisance,  owing  to  the  non-cooperation 
■of  the  people  depositing  rubbish  there.  The  dump  got  so 
cluttered  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  into  it.  After  con¬ 
sulting  the  Town  Manager,  the  Health  Officer  decided  to  en¬ 
close  the  dump  with  a  fence  and  to  close  the  entrance  with 
a  lock,  and  allow  the  public  to  dump  rubbish  on  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Saturdays  only.  During  the  days  mentioned, 
a  man  was  stationed  to  keep  the  dump  leveled  off  and  instruc¬ 
ted  the  teamsters  to  deposit  the  rubbish  where  he  wanted  it, 
and  to  burn  the  dump  oyer  when  it  needed  it.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  was  very  satisfactory  and  no  further  trouble  occurred. 

There  have  been  a  great  many  complaints  of  the  neglect 
to  collect  garbage  promptly.  Investigation  revealed  that  the 
trouble  was  due  partly  to  the  lack  of  co-operation  of  the 
householder  in  not  furnishing  a  container  large  enough  to 
store  the  garbage  from  one  trip  to  another,  and  partly  to  the 
oversight  of  the  driver  of  the  garbage  wagon.  We  are  expect¬ 
ing  improvement  in  collection  service  this  year.  There  were 
very  few  complaints  from  privy  vaults  and  cesspools  during 
the  past  year. 

Bakeries,  Restaurants  and  Wayside  Lunch  Rooms 

Bakeries  are  visited  each  month  to  see  that  they  are  com¬ 
plying  with  the  law.  The  larger  restaurants  classed  as  baker¬ 
ies  are  visited  two  and  three  times  each  week.  The  health  of¬ 
ficer  requested  the  discharge  of  an  employee  of  one  of  the 
restaurants  for  persisting  in  smoking  while  working  over 
food.  Another  was  compelled  to  resign  his  position  as  it  was 
discovered  that  he  was  infected  with  tuberculosis,  and  he  was 
sent  to  Tewksbury  for  treatment. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  was  given  to  the  wayside  lunch 
rooms  during  the  past  year.  Many  of  these  places  are  ideal 
for  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever,  and  a  large  percentage  of 
them  are  very  unsanitary.  The  water  from  the  cook  room 

is  allowed  to  run  upon  the  ground,  and  the  comfort  stations 
are  improperly  constructed  and  a  nuisance  to  the  public 
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health.  The  proprietorship  of  these  places  changes  a  number 
of  times  each  season  and  they  require  constant  attention.

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MIDDLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees, 

Middleboro  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  fifty-first  annual 
report  of  the  Middleboro  Public  Library. 

The  records  show  that  the  year  1926  has  been  one  of 
progress.  The  library  has  gained  many  new  friends,  and 
has  extended  its  scope  of  usefulness  and  service  in  many 
directions. 

The*  most  conspicuous  gain  has  been  in  the  output  of 
books.  On  February  20th,  1926,  the  library  had  the  largest 
circulation  in  its  history,  issuing  601  books  on  that  day.  The 
increase  in  circulation  of  1925  over  1924  was  970  books.  Dur¬ 
ing  1926,  81,534  books  have  been  given  out,  an  increase  of 
8,738  over  last  year.  This  remarkable  gain  may  be  accounted 
for  in  several  ways.  More  people  are  becoming  familiar  with 
the  rule  that  allows  a  borrower  to  take  out  on  one  card  as 
many  books  as  he  desires,  with  the  exception  of  seven-day 
books;  those  employed  in  factories  where  work  is  not  steady 
are  spending  much  of  their  spare  time  reading ;  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  bring  groups  of  books  to  the  attention  of 
the  public  by  special  displays,  and  by  printed  lists.  It  is  in¬ 
deed  gratifying  to  have  the  public  respond  so  well  to  the 
efforts  made  to  serve  them. 

The  library  has  a  collection  of  books  at  Miss  Laura 
Deane’s,  East  Middleboro,  and  at  the  South  Middleboro 
school.  During  the  past  year  a  small  deposit  of  books  has 
been  placed  in  the  Montgomery  Home.  All  of  these  collec- 
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tions  are  changed  from  time  to  time,  new  ones  being  deliv¬ 
ered  as  soon  as  the  old  group  has  been  read. 

Talks  on  books  and  reading  have  been  given  by  the  Li¬ 
brarian  at  the  First  church  at  the  Green,  and  before  the 
Cabot  Club. 

The  upstairs  rooms  have  been  in  constant  use  by  various 
societies.  In  March  the  Cabot  Club  held  an  unusually  fine 
Art  Exhibit.  Beautiful  and  valuable  paintings  were  exhib¬ 
ited  in  the  exhibition  hall  and  Trustees’  room.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  the  Cabot  Club  is  conducting  a  series  of  lectures 
on  Interior  Decorating,  and  holding  classes  in  Needlework. 
Two  groups  of  Girl  Scouts  use  the  Community  room  regu¬ 
larly  for  their  meetings.  The  State  Extension  Bureau  has 
held  classes  in  Dressmaking,  Millinery,  and  Practical  Arts. 
The  District  Nursing  Association  hold  their  monthly  meet¬ 
ing  in  this  room. 

During  Children’s  Book  Week  an  exhibit  was  held  in 
the  Children’s  room  of  posters  made  by  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades,  and  of  dolls  dressed  to  represent  various  coun¬ 
tries,  done  by  girls  of  the  sixth  grade.  Prizes  were  offered 
by  the  Library  and  were  awarded  as  follows : 

To  the  girl  whose  poster  best  represented  the  spirit  of 
Book  Week,  a  copy  of  “Girl  Scout  Short  Stories,”  awarded 
Mary  Joy  Crosier,  seventh  grade;  to  the  boy  whose  poster 
was  chosen  on  the  same  merit,  a  copy  of  “David  goes  to 
Greenland,”  awarded  to  John  Howes,  eighth  grade.  Hon¬ 
orable  mention  was  given  to  Dorothy  Westgate,  Cecilia  Para¬ 
dis,  James  Maddigan  and  Nicholas  Panesis.  The  judges  in 
the  doll  contest  could  make  no  decision  between  two  Scotch 
lassies,  so  copies  of  “Dolls  of  Many  Lands”  were  awarded 
to  Dorothea  Panesis  and  Arleen  Egger.  Honorable  mention 
was  given  to  Madeline  Camandona  and  Irene  Caswell. 

Classes  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  books  and  the  library 
have  been  held  as  usual  this  year,  about  125  pupils  of  the 
eighth  grade  receiving  these  lessons. 

The  Librarian  spent  much  time  in  the  Spring  organiz- 
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ing  a  library  in  the  High  School.  There  were  many  usable 
books  at  the  school,  but  no  work  had  been  done  toward  cat¬ 
aloging  and  classifying  them.  This  was  done,  some  equip¬ 
ment  added  and  a  good  beginning  made  toward  getting  the 
library  in  order  before  moving  into  the  new  building. 

'Another  phase  of  cooperation  between  the  school  and 
library  is  the  certificate  reading.  Lists  are  sent  to  the  library 
by  the  State  Library  Commission.  Certificates  are  awarded 
to  the  children  for  reading  a  required  number  of  these  books. 
During  the  past  year  408  certificates  have  been  awarded  to 
children  reading  five  of  the  required  books,  and  15  large 
honor  certificates  have  been  given  to  those  reading  twenty 
books. 

The  library  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  gifts  of  books 
and  magazines.  The  largest  collection  numbered  forty-two, 
coming  from  the  Marion  Moore  estate  at  Eddyville.  Many 
thanks  are  due  to  other  contributors  whose  gifts  were  wel¬ 
comed  and  much  enjoyed  by  our  readers. 

In  October,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Trustees,  the 
Librarian  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Fiftieth  Anni¬ 
versary  Conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  at 
Atlantic  City,  from  which  she  derived  much  help  and  inspir¬ 
ation.  The  Librarian  and  members  of  the  staff  have  attended 
meetings  held  throughout  the  State.  Miss  Louise  Pratt  was 
granted  a  three  weeks’  leave  of  absence  in  August  to  attend 
a  course  in  Reference  Work  and  Book  Selection  and  Loan  at 
Simmons  College.  The  staff  now  consists  of  Mrs.  Mertie  E. 
Witbeck,  Librarian;  Miss  Florence  A.  Robinson,  Assistant 
Librarian;  Miss  Louise  B.  Pratt,  cataloger,  and  Misses  Edith 
G.  Veazie  and  Miriam  Bassett,  assistants. 

The  appearance  of  the  library  has  been  much  improved 
by  the  installation  of  new  window  shades  throughout  the 
building.  Several  windows  in  the  stack  room  have  been  fitted 
with  Chamberlin  weather  strips,  which  add  much  to  the  com¬ 
fort  of  those  using  the  stack  room. 

At  Christmas  time  the  library  issued  bookmarks  imprint- 
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ed  with  holiday  greetings,  which  seemed  to  he  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  our  borrowers. 

Especially  are  we  grateful  to  Mr.  Lorenzo  Wood  of  the 
Gazette,  for  so  willingly  publishing  articles  pertaining  to 
the  library,  and  to  Mr.  Charles  H.  Bates,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  for  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  he  has  shown 
in  the  furtherance  of  the  happy  relationship  existing  between 
the  library  and  the  schools. 

I  am  happy  to  have  this  opportunity  to  express  my  deep 
appreciation  to  the  Trustees  for  their  unfailing  loyalty  and 
support,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  without  whose  effi¬ 
cient  and  faithful  service  the  library  would  have  been  un¬ 
able  to  achieve  the  splendid  results  of  the  past  year.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith,  for  your  considera¬ 
tion,  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Middleboro 
Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926,  in 
accordance  with  Section  21  of  Chapter  592,  Acts  of  1920. 

APPARATUS

I  firmly  believe  that  the  small  number  of  fires  and  the 
low  fire  loss  of  last  year  can  in  a  large  measure  be  attributed 
to  the  system  of  inspection  carried  on  by  the  department  of 
which  the  general  public  is  not  aware. 

There  are  147  buildings  and  stores  in  town  which  have 
been  inspected  at  least  once  a  month  during  the  year,  by  one 
of  the  permanent  men,  with  a  total  of  1736  regular  monthly 
inspections  for  rubbish  and  other  fire  hazards,  with  the  result 
of  each  inspection  on  file.  In  addition  to  above,  48  special 
inspections  have  been  made,  making  a  total  of  1784  inspec¬ 
tions  during  the  year.  The  net  results  warrant  this  service, 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  reports  that  during  the  year  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  26  places  were  reported  bad,  20  of  which  were 
cleaned  up  upon  request,  the  six  places  remaining  bad  being 
two  junk  yards,  two  woodworking  plants,  one  grain  mill  and 
one  paint  shop. 

A  regular  monthly  practice  of  each  company  has  been 
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held,  also  five  general  practices,  in  which  the  entire  depart¬ 
ment  is  called  out  to  take  part  in. 

One  new  box  has  been  located  on  Wareham  St.  east  of 
Acorn,  and  two  of  the  old  type  replaced  with  the  non-interfer¬ 
ing  type.  Recommend  that  two  more  boxes  be  added  to  the 
system,  one  of  them  to  be  located  at  the  West  Side  School. 

The  rear  tires  on  Engine  1  are  now  six  years  old,  hav¬ 
ing  been  changed  from  Combination  1  two  years  ago,  and 
with  the  service  that  particular  piece  is  subject  to,  in  order 
to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  possibility  of  accidents,  these 
tires  should  be  replaced  with  new  ones  at  an  early  date. 

The  Combination  1  has  been  repainted  and  other  much 
needed  repairs  attended  to,  and  it  is  proposed  to  paint  the 
Combination  2  and  Ladder  1  this  year,  in  order  that  they 
also  may  be  in  keeping  with  the  present  surroundings. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  notable  event  in  the  history  of  the 
Midldeboro  Fire  Department  was  when  on  December  30,  the 
department  moved  out  of  the  old  building  on  School  Street 
which  had  housed  the  Town  Fire  fighting  apparatus  for  70 
years  and  the  home  of  the  permanent  men  for  12  years,  to 
the  new  and  spacious  building  on  North  Main  Street.  The 
well  deserved  words  of  praise  and  gratitude  expressed  on  the 
night  of  the  dedication  make  it  unnecessary  for  me  at  this 
time  to  add  more  than  has  already  been  said,  except  perhaps 
that  I  feel  safe  in  saying  the  entire  department  pledge  their 
best  efforts  to  prove  themselves  worthy  of  the  pride  they 
take,  the  convenience  and  comfort  they  now  enjoy  in  the  new 
station,  and  will  continue  to  make  this  department  as  near 
100  percent  efficient  as  they  are  able. 

I  again  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  spirit  of  cooperation  manifested  by  the  Deputies,  the 
members  of  the  department,  the  Selectmen,  the  Police  De¬ 
partment,  especially,  and  all  others  who  have  in  any  way 
assisted.

REPORT  OF  THE  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC 

DEPARTMENT 

H.  J.  Goodale,  Town  Manager, 

Dear  Sir : 

I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
the  thirty-third  annual  report  of  Gas  and  Electric  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Town  of  Middleboro  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1926. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  successful,  from  an  op¬ 
erating  standpoint,  of  any  in  the  history  of  the  plant.  The 
growth  of  income  and  manufacturing  profit  seems  to  be  larger 
than  any  year  heretofore.  The  total  expense  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  $1,888.00  less  than  the  previous  year,  whereas  the 
Gas  and  Electric  sales  increased  nearly  $10,000.00. 

The  combined  manufacturing  profits  of  $44,083.13  car¬ 
ried  to  Profit  and  Loss  exceeded  by  $12,343  that  of  1925  and 
that  of  1924,  by  $10,581.00,  which  at  that  time  was  the  largest 
profit  made  in  any  year  since  the  Town  owned  the  plant. 

STREET  LINES 

A  new  power  line  has  been  built  from  the  Station  to 
Cambridge  St.  via  Jackson,  Pierce  and  Frank  Sts.,  thereby 
not  only  relieving  the  overload  on  the  old  power  line  on  Centre 
St.,  but  divides  the  load  the  better  to  fit  the  water  power 
available,  and  lessen  the  number  of  consumers  out  of  service 
caused  by  line  trouble. 

No  large  extension  of  line  in  outlying  districts  was  made 
during  the  year,  the  only  notable  one  being  that  of  Cedar  and 
Soule  Streets,  adding  1.6  miles  of  highway  occupied  by  over¬ 
head  line,  making  a  total  of  78.94  miles. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  over  300  miles  of  wire  are  strung 
along  the  highways. 

It  has  been  the  custom,  when  deemed  advisable  to  extend 
the  service,  to  continue  from  the  end  of  the  previous  exten¬ 
sion  until  our  lines  by  this  method  now.  extend  miles  from  the 
station  and  using  the  same  size  feeders  from  the  station  ori¬ 
ginally  put  up  to  feed  only  a  few  thousand  feet,  which  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  service  at  the  extreme  ends  of  some  of  our  long 
lines  not  being  as  good  as  might  be. 

This  unfavorable  condition  can  and  should  be  remedied 
as  soon  as  time  will  allow. 

Improvement  along  this  very  line  has  been  begun  during 
this  year  by  replacing  the  secondary  lines  or  feeders  from 
the  distributing  transformers  in  town  by  wire  of  much  larger 
capacity,  for  in  about  all  cases  secondary  line  wires  have  been 
extended  and  a  house  at  a  time  connected  until  many  more 
connections  have  been  made  than  originally  planned  for. 

These  conditions  are  being  corrected  as  fast  as  time  and 
the  ever-increasing  work  will  permit,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
end  of  the  year  will  see  a  great  improvement. 

At  various  times  past  when  the  White  Way  lighting  on 
Centre  St.  has  been  agitated,  much  criticism  has  been  heard 
because  of  the  number  of  poles  already  located  there.  This 
condition  exists  because  of  the  attitude  of  the  different  com¬ 
panies  owning  and  occupying  their  owTn  poles  to  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  the  other  company  unless  an  annual  payment  is  made 
for  the  privilege  of  attaching  to  another  company’s  pole.  Be¬ 
cause  of  a  recent  change  in  ownership  of  one  set  of  poles,  this 
unsightly  condition  can  now  be  remedied  by  the  town  setting 
a  40-foot  line  of  poles  for  municipal  wrires  and  directing  the 
other  companies  now  using  a  separate  pole  for  their  wires  to 
attach  to  the  poles  erected  by  the  Town,  and  by  so  doing  will 
reduce  the  number  of  poles  on  Centre  St.  by  about  30.  From 
a  civic  improvement  standpoint  it  would  be  well  worth  it. 
Regarding  the  present  poles  on  Centre  St.  now  carrying  Town 
wires,  nearly  every  one  should  be  renewed  as  many  of  them 
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are  now  unsafe.  The  expense  and  time  put  in  trying  to  elim¬ 
inate  conditions  that  would  prevent  good  radio  reception 
seems  to  have  been  fruitful  as  complaints  are  now  compara¬ 
tively  few,  but  that  same  willingness  still  exists  on  the  part 
of  the  plant  to  chase  down  any  trouble  that  may  justly  be 
attributed  to  faulty  wires  or  apparatus. 

Although  some  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  new 
High  Tension  line  connecting  with  Brockton  Edison  current, 
the  manufacturer  has  as  vet  received  no  benefits  and  the 
plant  is  as  much  at  a  disadvantage  as  ever. 

The  54  outages  during  the  year  have  not  proven  so 
serious  as  in  some  years  previous  for  the  greater  part  of  them 
have  been  for  one  or  two  minute  periods,  but  even  these  prove 
a  hardship  for  some  power  customers. 

The  water  power  available  this  year  was  about  one-half 
as  much  again  as  last  year  with  the  result  that  the  water 
power  produced  47,644  K.  W.  H.  more  than  in  1925  and  the 
purchased  current  was  35,360  K.  W.  H.  less.  The  net  in¬ 
crease  in  current  purchased  and  made  was  12,284  K.  W.  II.

Most  of  the  transformers  were  of  small  capacity  for  it 
so  happened  that  a  large  number  of  new  customers  were  so 
located  that  a  transformer  was  required  for  each.  Number 
of  meters  purchased  was  213.  Some  of  these  were  used  to  re¬ 
place  old  type  meters  that  are  more  liable  to  run  slow  than 
the  present  type.

The  new  high  pressure  gas  line  from,  and  purchasing 
of  gas  from  Taunton  has  been  eminently  satisfactory.  The 
actual  length  from  the  Lakeville-Middleboro  line  was  11,260 
feet  and  up  to  the  present  time  no  leaks  have  developed  in 
the  welded  joints. 

Provision  has  been  made  to  take  a  service  off  for  each 
house  beyond  the  low  pressure  system  now  in  use,  as  well  as 
for  a  line  on  old  Centre  St.  and  Shaw  St.  Good  pressure  has 
always  been  maintained  and  no  interruption  of  service  that 
has  caused  inconvenience. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  main  and  necessary  appliances 
at  the  Gas  Plant  has  been  $15,774.40. 

Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  improve  the  gas  distri¬ 
bution  system  in  the  south  end  of  the  Town  by  installing  on 
Oak  St.  from  Pearl,  Courtland  St.  from  Oak,  and  South  Main 
St.  from  Courtland  to  the  Lakeville  line,  a  six-inch  main, 
connecting  with  and  feeding  into  the  old  main  at  Courtland 
and  Alden  Sts.,  and  South  Main  and  Bourne  Sts.  This  will 
greatly  improve  the  supply  in  that  district,  but  when  weather 
and  ground  conditions  permit  all  services  will  be  cut  over 
onto  the  new  main,  and  then  we  expect  all  complaints  of  poor 
service  will  be  eliminated. 

A  new  six-inch  cast  iron  main  has  been  laid  on  School 
St.,  connecting  the  eight-inch  main  on  Centre  St.  with  the 
main  on  Pierce  St.,  giving  an  additional  supply  to  that  pai*t 
of  the  Town.  The  greatest  need  at  present  is  a  six-inch  main 
on  South  Main  St.  from  Webster  to  Courtland,  to  replace  the 
old  three-incli  installed  in  1866.  Thirty-two  gas  services  have 
been  installed  this  year.

STREET  LIGHTING 

Because  of  the  continual  request  for  a  street  lamp  and 
ever  ready  criticism  of  present  inadequate  street  illumina¬ 
tion,  cannot  refrain  from  once  more  mentioning  the  subject 
of  additional  street  lights. 

With  increased  automobile  traffic  as  well  as  foot  traffic, 
the  deficient  street  illumination  is  more  pronounced  than  ever. 

Adequate  illumination  of  streets  is  recognized  among 
other  things  as  a  necessity  for  facilitation  of  traffic,  preven¬ 
tion  of  accidents,  and  crime,  as  also  for  its  advertising  value. 

An  otherwise  beautiful  town  can  be  woefully  marred  or 
inadequately  served  by  poor  street  lighting.  The  addition  of 
a  number  of  the  60  C.P.  lamps  to  the  numerous  dark  spots 
now  existing  and  extending  the  highway  lighting,  would  give 
added  safety,  comfort  and  convenience.  The  present  per 
capita  cost  to  the  town  for  street  lights  is  about  44  cents.  The 
wires  now  pass  through  most,  if  not  all  the  places  where  addi¬ 
tional  lights  are  needed,  so  that  the  cost  of  installing  about 
50  or  60  could  be  readily  borne  by  the  plant.  It  would  only 
add  about  $500  per  year  to  the  Town  appropriation  for  street 
lights  and  a  like  amount  for  any  other  purpose  would  not 
yield  so  large  a  return. 

New  additions  to  the  amount  of  $42,339  have  been  made 
to  the  plant.  With  the  exception  of  the  $13,000  notes  issued 
(which  will  be  paid  from  the  earnings  of  the  plant  during 
the  next  four  years),  these  additions  have  been  paid  for  from 
the  earnings  of  the  plant,  so  without  any  expense  to  the  Town 
by  direct  taxation,  they  have  added  assets  to  that  amount  by 
the  plant  being  municipally  owned  and  operated. 

To  correct  a  wrong  idea  still  held  by  some,  wish  to  say 
that  the  only  amount  the  plant  receives  included  in  the  Tax 
Levy  is  the  $4,000  appropriated  for  street  lighting.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  UNDER  THE  WILL 

OF  THOMAS  S.  PEIRCE 


Selectmen  of  Middleborough,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

We  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  as  Trustees 
under  the  will  of  Thomas  S.  Peirce,  for  the  year  1926. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  again  note  the  pass¬ 
ing  on  of  one  of  the  original  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas 
S.  Peirce,  George  W.  Stetson,  who  died  June  1st,  1926.  If 
Mr.  Stetson  had  lived  until  December  23rd,  1926,  he  would 
have  completed  twenty-five  years  of  service  as  a  Trustee. 
Mr.  Stetson  was  a  man  of  integrity  and  when  nominated  bj" 
Thomas  S.  Peirce  as  the  second  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  the  nomination  was  made  by  him  in  practically  these 
words:  “Put  on  George  W.  Stetson;  he  is  a  fine  man  and 
comes  of  mighty  good  stock.”  The  record  of  Mr.  Stetson’s 
achievements  show  that  the  confidence  which  Mr.  Peirce  had 
in  him  was  not  misplaced. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  will,  the  sur¬ 
viving  Trustees  have  nominated  Frederick  S.  Weston  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Stetson’s  death. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  condition  of  the  funds 
held  by  us  as  Trustees  under  the  will  of  Thomas  S.  Peirce 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  and  on 
the  Middleborough  Public  Library,  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31st,  1926.

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  up  to  the  first  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1927,  the  cost  of  the  new  Fire  Station  and  lot  is  as 
follows :

There  will  be  a  small  expense  for  grading  and  seeding 
down  in  the  spring.  Of  the  amount  shown,  $1,000  was  paid 
Wilson  G.  Harlow  for  preparing  the  plans,  and  $3,500  to 
George  Howard  &  Son  of  Brockton  for  inspecting  the  work, 
assisting  in  buying  the  material  and  securing  bids  on  work 
which  was  let  under  contract.  The  amount  of  $15,000  taken 
from  the  Town  Treasury  will  be  reimbursed  from  the  income 
of  the  Peirce  Fund  as  soon  as  the  income  has  been  accu¬ 
mulated,  after  paying  the  notes  which  the  town  has  incurred, 
to  be  paid  from  the  Peirce  Fund,  of  $53,000 — $35,000  of  which 
is  for  the  Fire  Station  and  $18,000  on  bridge  over  the  river 
at  East  Main  Street. 

The  bridge  over  the  river  at  East  Main  Street,  which  was 
expected  to  cost  approximately  $28,000,  will  probably  cost  a 


little  over  $21,000.  On  account  of  the  bankruptcy  of  the 
contractors,  payments  have  been  held  up  and  consequently 
the  final  report  cannot  be  made  until  they  have  been  paid. 

The  long  litigation  and  trouble  over  the  bridge  at  North 
Middleborough  has  been  finally  settled  out  of  Court  by  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  parties,  and  all  bills  on  the  same  which  were 
due  from  the  Town  of  Middleborough  have  been  paid  out 
of  the  income,  with  the  exception  of  a  legal  fee  of  $500  due 
to  Nathan  Washburn,  Esquire,  for  services  in  the  case,  which 
amount  has  been  paid  since  January  1st,  1927.  The  total  cost 
of  Middleborough ’s  share  of  the  bridge,  exclusive  of  the  legal 
fee  mentioned,  was  $16,836.02,  less  $3,500  paid  by  the  County 
of  Plymouth  and  $1,000  paid  by  the  bonding  company,  or 
$12,336.02. 

There  still  remains  an  unpaid  balance  of  $2,000,  pledged 
by  the  Trustees  for  work  on  Miller  Street,  Rock. 

The  Trustees  have  also  made  an  offer  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  to  lease  in  behalf  of  the  Town 
the  cleared  land  in  the  rear  of  the  new  Fire  Station  and  new 
High  School  building,  extending  to  the  Nemasket  River,  for 
a  public  park  and  playground,  for  the  sum  of  $1.00  per  year, 
said  lease  to  be  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  ninety-nine  years. 
In  view  of  the  comments  as  to  another  additional  expense 
imposed  upon  the  town,  which  is  expected  by  some  will  de¬ 
rive  from  this  proposition,  we  would  state  that  there  seems  to 
be  very  little  need  of  any  extraordinary  outlay  or  expense  at 
present  time.  The  land  is  there  and  can  be  improved  for 
playground  or  park  purposes  at  such  times  as  the  town  sees 
fit.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  in  back  of  the  new  High 
School,  and  with  the  expectation  that  the  students  will  have 
the  use  of  it  for  a  ball  field  and  other  purposes,  which  is  one 
of  the  special  purposes  for  which  we  are  offering  this  propo¬ 
sition  to  the  town,  it  would  seem  that  the  same  should  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Selectmen  or  Park  Commission,  in 
accordance  with  statutes  providing  for  the  same. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  feel  compelled  to 
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withdraw  our  financial  support  from  the  Commercial  Course 
in  the  Middleborough  High  School,  which  was  instigated  at 
our  suggestion  in  the  year  1908,  from  which  time  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  date  the  expense  of  teachers  and  typewriting  machines  has 
been  met  from  the  income  of  the  Peirce  Fund. 

In  anticipation,  however,  of  changes  that  may  be  made 
when  the  new  High  School  building  on  North  Main  Street 
is  occupied,  we  have  opened  informal  negotiations  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  School  Board,  with  hope  of  arriving  at  an  agree¬ 
ment  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  us  and  will  justify  our 
resuming  our  financial  support. 

The  income  diverted  will  be  used  toward  the  cost  of  the 
lot  on  North  Main  Street,  on  which  the  new  High  School 
building  is  being  constructed,  which  lot  we  agreed  to  pay 
for  from  the  income,  thus  relieving  the  Town  of  the  necessity 
of  raising  money  to  pay  for  a  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  High 
School  building.
